Not that labor 
editors do not like prize fights, 
bull games and movies; not that 
labor unionists do not; rather it 
is that they believe there is a 
God's plenty of such forms of 
pleasure already, and that our 
collective alTairs are being neg- 
lected. 


We have come to believe that 
questions of wages, standards 
of living, monopoly of national 
wealth, child labor, and indus- 
trial democracy are more im- 
portant to more people than the 
kisses of Camnie. 


Labor journals are interest- 
ing and could be more so. 
There are many thrilling stories 
of human sacrifice and heroism 
unwritten. There are many 
colorful yarns of line and road 
which would shame those in the 
Saturday Evening Post, They 
should be written. They will 
be written. 

But in the main, we suppose, 
the main business of a labor 
journal will be to chronicle the 
collective life of the organiza- 
tion. We hope that chronicle 
will come to he told in more in- 
teresting ways IIS the months go 
by.

The North American was the last great 
regional system to lie outside the zone of 
infiuetice of the Electric Bond & Share 
CompoTiy, the disavowed child of the Gen- 
eral Electric. It has now been brought 
into the tphere of influence of the grow- 
ing monopoly through contact with InsuU'a 
Middle West UtitfUcs Company* The North 
American Light & Power Company serves 
TOO communities, domimiting the St. Louis 
district. 

The New York Journal hna this to say 
of the transaction: “A large share of the 

common stock of the North American Light 
& Power Company will he taken over by 
the .Middle West Company, and the North 
American ronipaTiy, the oldest and largest 
utility stockholding corporation in the .Mid- 
dle Wcfitern »utes. The operating stalT 
of the North American Light & Power Com- 
pany wdll remain unchanged* 

“The subsidiaries, Illinois Light and 
Power ('orporation, Miftsouri Power 
^ Light f-ompany, and other operating 
companies, will not be affected by the 
reoi ganixation, the announcoment said. 

"Certain new financing of the North 
American Light & Power Company is 
in prospect, Mr. Studebaker said, ami 
this will bring the Middle West and 
the North Americnn companies into 
the corporation with large common 
stock holdings. The plans for the 
new financing are not yet completed. 

“Interconnection with power lines 
of the Middle West irtilities subftidi- 
ane.« will l>e one of the chief benefit® 
of the reorganization for the North 
.American* The operaUng pro pert to® 
in many places now are close to each 
Ollier, though none operate in the 
same places* The consolidation will 
enable the plants of the two groups to 
unite high voltage, long-distance 
trim amission line® over a greater part 
of the reiitral Wert."

We note, however, that the May mimher of the Puhlic 
Owncr*^>hip Bulletin carries a plea to nnmici pal i ties to retain 
their plants. “Here and there city officials are yielding to the 
blandishments of the high-powcretl salesmen of the Power 
Trust and selling their plants. There is the greatest possible 
mistake,” it admonishes. 

What is likely fiappening is this. Muntcipa! ptams arc 
finding it harder to compete with private stations, when pri- 
vate stations arc tied into regional systems and regional systems 
with power pools are created everywhere. I1ie power monop- 
oly may have cut rates for a time to make it appear that 
municipal ownership is nor as efficient as private husiness. 
They may revise them soon after. Political inlluence is used 
on weak city olTicials. They Sell. 

We are in the midst of an enve loping attack on in un id pal 
ownership. The power monopoly expects to smother opposi- 
tion — ^even in Canada. Friends of puhUc ownership will have 
to fight twice. 

This does not mean the failure of public ownership. It 
means the slutting of the hatric-ground from local to national 
ground. And the sooner friends of public ownership realixe 
this, the better. 


Campaign It is getting so that after an lionest candidate 
Lies get^ through a campaign he must go to some 

moral dry cleaning estahiishment for renova^ 
tion. The spite, dirt, curses, maledictions, canards, lies, and 
gossip that can he circulated hy tlic ]ngli“puvveicd employer 
press against a labor or farmer caiubdare is wonderful to be- 
hold. During a camjiaign all the falsehood factories work 
overtime, denouncing, insinuating, sltngrng mud and filth. 
Take Brookhart^s case. Again the old “free love” lie was 
worked overtime against the staid Iowa farmer. Though a 
colonel in the U. S. Army, Bmokhart was also charged with 
disloyalty* And Charles MacNider, banker and cement mag- 
nate, father of the assistant Secretary of War, declared that 
Brookhart once transferred pnrperty to his w^ife to escape 
liability. This last statement is to cost MacNider a $100,000 
libel suit. 


Strange to say, no hr.ive member of the American Legion 
called BrcH)khart out to a duel. Brookhart was instructor in 
marksmanship during tlie war. 


Our Industry During the 12 or 15 years preceding the 
and Ua Llvil War, 20,000 miles of telegraph lines 

were built in the United States connecting 
all the great cities. 'Fhis const met ion marked an enormous 
expansion of America's industrial life. Perhaps 40.000 men 
were employed to make this contribution to the nation’s de- 
velopment ; many of tliem, in fact the great majority of them, 
were electrical workers. Now what is left as their record 
of commercial achievement? Not a line. N<^t a note. Not 
a paragrapfi in history. The linemen who gave their time, 
strength and lives to hang the wires, that the nation might 
be locked in speech are forgotten, ignored. 

'I'liere are a mi m her of hooks, to he sure, devoted to this 
early history of the electrical industry. James 1). Reid has 
written “The Telegraidi in America” recounting the swift 
promotion and exploitation of the invention of Samuel Morse. 
But what does Reid tell gs? Me tells us the names of the 
capitalists and superintendents under whom the lines were 
built. Not once does he choose to mention the workers — the 
privates in the army — ^save when the big strike of 1870 par- 
alysed the lines. Is it am wonder that unsophisticated stu- 
dents reviewing this period, get the impression from such biased 
reporting that all workers are for is to strike? 

From this point of departure, it is evident that what the 
tvorkefs fiad to do was to change employer psychology, and 
in changing this open the minds of historians. The workers 
were able to do this — -slowly, through their organizations, 
T'fsday it is impossilde and reniain honest to tell the story 
of the rapid expansion of the electrical imhistry without writ- 
ing down the part organized labor is playing. This the union 
has accomplished. Hie union gives compactness, stability, 
longevity and direction of the workers’ efforts. 

And with responsibility to the union, with responsibility u> 
advance the union as something bigger than themselves, the 
workers liave assumed a bigger re?iponsihiHty for the industry 
as a whole. They have learned tliat what truly advances the 
union advances the industry, and what truly advances the 
industry benefits the public.

It is: *'the 
higU nuisance value of trade unions/' Wc accept the itUonded 
insult, and jtlory in tmr depravity » It ia our business to be 
nuisances. 

Wc recall that a certain powerful, bijjotcd, abusive group 
of slave-holders found the abolitionists great nuisances. We 
recall that a certain stupid, tat and illiterare monarch ttuind 
tlie American patriots of 1776 liigh in nuisance value. Kv- 
amples might he multiplied. We douhr if any s^nrial gains 
have ever been made without certain dispossessed people acting 
as nuisances to certain prmteeed grmips. 

'rite National Manufacturers' .Association doesn’t tike to 
hear about cbild tabor. It is a nuisance to hear about child 
labor. 'Hte Pennsylvania Railroad d*n*s not enjoy hearing 
about democratic trade uniiins. It is :i ntiEsancc to liear about 
real trade tin ions. A great iminv rtnployers would prefer not 
to hear about the short working dav. high wages, good work- 
ing conditions, collective bargainiiTg, sanctity of contracts, and 
partidpatiim in management. It gives them a headache. It 
takes the joy — maybe™out of world cruises on private yachts. 
Why don’t the trade unions ijuit making themselves such a 
nuisance? Haven't tliey any sense? It is realty bad breeding, 
don’t you know?

This remark- 
able utterance is from the mnuth of John H. .Miller, president 
of the Southern California Edison Oiinpany, and was broad- 
casted to the membership of the National Electric Light Ass<>- 
ciation. 1 1 is serene heedlessness to facts no douht will win 
fur Mr. Miller one of several gold medals dished out by the 
Association for distinguished service. But because Mr. Miller, 
in his propagandist ic zeal, has lost his head and his dignity, it 
is not likely that his suf>eri<jrs win* rrally guide the offices of 
the electric industry* have lost theirs. They know government 
ownership is not a failure, and if it were. .Mr. Miller won hi 
not need to he making himself ridiculous hy throwing vile 
cpitliers at it. Young and Swope and Insull know that tlie 
only real threat to the system nf private exploitatmii is public 
ownership. Tliey have the facts, and they don't make the 
nitsrake of trying to defeat public ownership by throwing 
naughty names at it.

Empire, iimmors dsrwti to tills: The 

fiiririers have discovered a spokesTnan, 
who considers the ills of the fiirnier aa eco- 
nomic Ills, In this case* as in all otlient, 
when II lender arises in an industry ami 
points out the economic cnuiio of the work- 
i-ra* misfortunes, he is at oner heralded ns 
tt malign revolutionary force* So Colonel 
Brook hart is afifain heralded. Should he at- 
tribute the farmers’ hankruptcy to adverse 
w-eather eonditlons, to stupidity, to had 
manftjtementf to land garnbliinj. human 
depravity, to secret and tm.‘mediable forces, 
he would be hailed as a brothor to Butler 
and Watson. But to treat farming: as any 
cilher Indurttry; to survey lt» troubles with 
a cool and cynical eye, and then to demand 
a remedy similar to the remedy applied to 
ma n u fact uri Ilf? or to railroad inf?, that is the 
sum of all political deviltry. 

No one can doubt that the farmer is sul- 
fcrinie. Pick up the builetin I May, 192fi l of 
the Federal Reserve Bank and turn to the 
report of bank failures for the precedinc^ 
month of March. In the MinneapolN dis- 
trict, of which Iowa Is a part, there were 
|g failures; in the St, t^otiia district. 12; 
In the Kansas City district, T, This has 
been the monthly story in this com and 
ivhcat feg^ion since 19 IS. FailureS'^brinjr- 
inif all the readjustment, disappointment 
ami poverty in their wake. The farnieris 
condition i§ no ftetion and no joke. A con- 
ttnued decrease in farmer population goes 
on. The United Stales Depart tnenl of Agri- 
culture estimates that a half million people 
left the farms for cltEes In 1925 alone.

r Digression: Right at this point, of 

course, labor Is selfishly affected by the 
farm problem. These persons, dumped into 
the elUes, without money, enpitaU and with- 
out a knowledge of the real eonditions in 
industry, desperate for wurk* lokt- jirbtt 
where they can find them. They furnish 
recruits for the mass production factories, 
and an* the easiest viciim.s of compariy 
union propngandfl-) 

To continue. Farmers draw little pay for 
long day* of hard w-ork. The U* R. Depart- 
ment of Agriculture reports: 

“After T^aylng Interest, rent, taxes and 
money expense*, it Ib esUmated that the 
net cash income of American farmers for 
the crop year 1924*25 averaged only $510 
plus an average consumption of food from 
the farm valued at This return rep- 

resented what farmer operators received in 
interest on an average investment of $5,043 
and as wagea for the labor of themselvcii 
and their families. An allowance for the 
labor of the farmer and his family at aver- 
age wages of hired farm laborers besides 
what the farm suppMea to the family living 
would leave no interest return whatever on 
the farm opera tor*s capital* In fact, the 
aiferage farm family would have lacked $184 
of having anything to apply as interest on 
their capital investment.’' 

One of the insistent tolls upon the farmer 
IB found in the tariff, with its concealed 
tuxes on everything he uses from dynamite 
to blow out stump.e* to buckles on the horses* 
harness. Under the present tariff, it ib esti- 
mated, the people of thiB country arc pay* 
ing on imports $5,0(10,(100,000, of which only 
$420,000,000 Ib collected by the goirornment* 
The rest — $2,580,000,000— goes to barons like 
Mellon, paid for by the farmers and 
worker*.

Brookhart’s plan of relief la lummed up 
by himself thus: 

"The only immediate remedy for thlf sit- 
uation i* a governmental ex part corporation 
with enough governmenl capital to handle 
the entire exporlable surplua of agriculture 
in inter>tate and foreign commerce. This 
corporation must bid the overage coat pro- 
duction and a per cent profit to lhi farm- 
eiii lUeiiiatdife!!. Thu price level must be 
protected by the tariff In the domestic mar- 
ket exactly as industrial prices are protect- 
ed, The surplus, an average of iihout 8 to 
12 per cent of the total farm production, 
must be disposed of in the markets of the 
■world to the best advantage, and if a loss 
is sustained It will not he great when dis- 
trihuti'd hark over the production of each 
commodity* This governmental corimraiion 
should be ehnnged to a co-opernlivc exactly 
as the Federal Uind Bank has been changed, 
and should be sustained by a complete co- 
operathe credit system — u tnodiflcoiion of 
the intermediate credit honks, for the bene- 
fit of labor equally with the farmers. 

"This remedy cannot be accomplished 
without a fight to a finish with the forces 
In congress that oppose governmental aid 
for farmers hut support such aid for rail- 
roads and other industries,'* 

Labor has manifested a keen interest in 
farmers* ills and has rejoiced in Farmer 
Brookhart’s victory. It conceives tlic farm 
situation no hut one aepcel of the indus- 
trial. Concentration of wealth in fewer and 
fewer hands, and control of Industry and 
government by great wealth are forces that 
sway the balance against both farmer and 
worker. Matthew Woll, vice presideni of 
the A. F. of L., declares: "The conaumers 

and workers of the eitles and the farmers 
of the country cannot longer he kepi igno- 
rant of their mutuality of lute rests 'iig 

business ib only hastening the day ol n new 
regrouping of powerful economic, social and 
political forces."

Through Hysteria, by

Propaganda” 


O N October 12, 1192, Columbus discov- 
Oroti a new worlil* His diisenveiry w»f: 
eftiich -making, H was to completely 
change the conditions of life and the outlook 
of all European iieoples. It wos to pat the 
final nail into the colTin of the old Feudal 
system of government. But Columbus did 
not know' that. He thought he had disco v* 
ered India, ITe did not realize that the 
world would never he the same again as 
the result of his discovery. Furthermore, 
none of the great statesmen of Europe at 
that time had any conception of the great* 
ness or the farreachlng eirects of this 
voyage. 

Every rnan who is today 35 years old has 
seen a New World come into existence, a 
world w'hieh is radically different from the 
old one of* say, tw^enty-five yesri< ago. But 
very few* of us* t am Kure. reuHxe the im- 
porUinee of the change* and its possible ef- 
fects upon the labor movement. 

If we Slop to think a moment* T think we 
will see that the customs and the lives of 
all of ue huve diatigrd greatly within this 
period. There w'as u time, not 80 lung ago, 
before life had speeded up so much, when 
most of us had lots of time to reRect upon 
things in general There Tvere no movies, 
no autoa, no radios, and no jazz orcheatras* 
In short there were very few substitutes for 
thin king and conversation as a means of 
passing away the time. Even the news- 
papers were small, and they devoted most 
of their space to summaries of the news. 
In those days a newspaper wa» considered 
to he a means of informing the public, in- 
stead of an agency for entertaining and in* 
fiuendng it. But now'adays most of us are 
too busy to think. Science has presented 
us with so many new toys to play with that 
mere thinking seems to be an awful waste 
of time. And, too. the high-speed methods 
of production brought In by the w*ar, ami 
■nienairicd since that time, have contributed 
jO bring about a sort of nervous hysteria, 
which demands that we spend our leisure 
hours In some sort of violent aetivlty. I 
have found, in my cstperience* that the idea 
of stUfng down to talk over some question 
of general interest is absolutely distasteful 
to most people. This is not merely an age 
of standardized cars, and standardized films, 
and standardized methods of production. It 
is also an age of sttindardlzed opinions and 
so dangerous, in a representative form of 
government, such as ours. 

Cheers For Apple Sauce 

PJensc do not misunderstand my inten- 
tions. I am not moaning for a return of 
the “good old days/" In fact, I am not so 
sure that they were good. Furthermore* 
they are gone forever* na matter how many 
people may moan for their return. But I 
do wish to point out the fact that organized 
labor In the United States is facing a very 
serious aituation as a result of this change. 
New conditions must be met and the vari- 
ous manufacturers* associations have al- 
ready met them. 

Once upon a time w*c hud a government 
by thinking people. As a result of this 
change In national mannera of life* wc now 
havu n government by propagandized peo- 
ple. And this propaganda Is not directed by 
labor. We might call this a guvernment of 
Slogan, through llyiiiena, by Propaganda. 
Some of the slogans that all of us can re- 
member are: “Ho kept ul out of war*“ 


Lmcoln^a famous phrase^ “Gov- 
smment of the people, by the 
people^ for the people^*^ has been 
paraphrased as “Government of 
slog^an, through hysteria^ by prop- 
aganda,*^ according to this keen 
observer of public affairs. Here 
is a new and impelling reason 
for Workers* Education. 


'♦BACK TO KORMALrY;* “KEEP COOL 
WITH CAI./' “ECONOMY AND TAX EE- 
nUCTION/’ fiid these slogans mean any- 
thing? Not a thing, except* perhupa, the 
next to the \a.^i one! But they sounded 
well, and one could get n cheer from most 
audiences w'hen a campaign orator shouted 
them with the proper enthusiasm. 

Now a a to hysteria. Do you remember 
how excited people became in the campaign 
of 1916 when the orators dilated upon the 
Ideas. And it ts this sort of thing that is 
horrors of war? Do you remember how en- 
thusiastic they became in 1920 when Hard- 
ing wanted to take us back to the “goad 
old days“ of before tlit? war? Yet I do not 
suppose that there really was one nmn In 
the United States who wanted to go back 
to pre-war conditions. No laborer wanted 
to go back to pre-vrar wages and hours. No 
mnnulaeturor wanted to go back to pre-war 
dividends. No merchant w'anted to go hark 
to prewar profits. But alt that talk about 
the “good old days” W'ns something to make 
the great mass of voters excited and keep 
them from thinking about the real issues 
of the campaign. So they got excited. And 
then, do you re member the campaigri of 1924 
when we got nil "het up** over LaFollelte*s 
wicked desire to destroy the Constitution? 
Yet we knew very well all the time that he 
never intended to do anything of the sort. 
We knew that the Constitution could be 
amended arid had been amended at various 
times* as need for such amendments arose. 
But we got excited all the same. The idea 
behind this* you see, is to pick some phrase 
which has a sentimental interest to the 
voter in order that he will start getting ex- 
cited and stop thinking. 

EustneHS Propaganda Universal 

These slogans and this excitement find 
their natural medium through propaganda. 
It is hard to find an article of importance 
in our newspapers that ts not colon^d in 
some way by propaganda. The world war 
brought the Importance of this tremendous 
force to the attention of the entire world. 
By It* whole populations could be rmilded 
into standardized thinking and goaded into 
certain definite lines of action. The war 
taught American manufacturers and mer- 
chants the value of propaganda as an agency 
for the guidance of American public opin- 
ion as nothing had ever taught them before. 
In recent years this propaganda in favor of 
“business^* has had an overwhelming effect 
in deteriTiining the conduct of national and 
stale affairs. 

This sllualion would not be so serious 
'were it not for the fact that most industrial 
disputes today are settled largely by the 
pressure of public opinion rather than by 


mere force. In the future T think this sort 
of settlement will become even more impor- 
tant than it IX today. Therefore* in the fu- 
ture* if organized labor expects to get a 
square deal it must have some means of 
presenting its aide of the case to the puli- 
iic. I think this Is’ one of the outstanding 
rsHUes which the New World presents to 
labor. If thia problem is not faced squarely 
and solved* labor is going to suffer. To 
solve this problem labor is going to need 
men within its ranks who are trained not 
only in economics* history', sociolog;-, and 
who have a broad grasp of world affairs, 
but these men must also be highly skilled 
in the art of presenting their knowledge 
and opinions in writing. This sounds like 
a big job. It 15* but it must be done. Only 
when such men Imvo been developed in suf- 
ficient numbers cun you handle the alLua- 
tion. It is for this reason that J believe 
that the most hopeful sign in the labor 
movement is the stresi; that is being placed 
upon education* education for leadership 
within the union, and for the purpose of 
presenting labor** side of the case to the 
general public, and education for the pur- 
pose of holding high office with honor and 
success.

All .\meric0" Traveling 

Everybody seemj* to be going some place 
this summer. 

Auto camping ta breaking all records. Cit- 
ies from Portland* Me., to Portland. Ore., 
are doing their best to make things attrac- 
tive for the motorist who camps. In some 
places the municipal tourist camp is just 
a lovely stretch of grassy field w*ith n 
creaking pump to furtiish water: but far- 
ther albng the road you may find a tour- 
ists* heaven, with electric lights* shower 
baths, outdoor cooking arrangements, fire- 
wood, and a grocery store with an eirten^ 
sive side line of souvenirs. You'll find 
camps you'll like so much youTl pitch your 
tent and ijiay for days, while dad fishes* 
the kids play and swim, and mother con- 
ceives a geniuine liking for Mrs. Brown 
of Kalamazoo and other pleasant acquaint- 
ances. 

There's scarcely n bit of equipment to 
make life more I'omf cirtuhle for the auto 
camper that manufacturers haven’t thought 
of, from a bed that file over the tops of 
the scats inside your car* right up to n 
complete canvna bouse on a trailer that 
opens up to reveal beds* stove, a table* re- 
frigerator. and a pantry for the groceries 
and dishes. 

Of comse your equipment will depend 
largely on where you're going* how* large 
and how "mized** the party* bow fast and 
how extensively you wish to travel* and 
how much "roughing it" you care for, 

A tent wilt be first on your list- If you 
want to travel right along, no loafing at 
camps, you can get a cot tent* that is, a 
cot bed with a tent over it. The trouble 
with this is that if it rains you're out of 
luck — no place to cook, no place to go but 
to bed. 

There are many convenient automobile 
tents easy to set up, often complete with 
a bed that rests at one end on the running 
board of the car. while the top of the car 


forms the ridge-pole of the tent. There 
are largo-sized auto tents that £*over the 
car completely and furnish two good*s»zed 
sleeping rooms, one on each side. These 
arc recommended for a mixed party. 

If you're going into the mosquito country 
or any place where there are insects or 
snakes to be guarded against, you'll need a 
tent with a sewed-in fioor and sewed-ln 
mosquito curtains. A tent like this Is very 
snug and tight in rainy weather, too. 

Many camjiors take sleeping bags along, 
but if you have a tight, ruin-proof nnd 
insect-proof tent with cot beds you can 
sleep under blankets and between wheels 
Just a;; you would at home* and U*S much 
more comfortable. Go in for comfort as 
much as you cun — ^you can hardly expect to 
enjoy your trip if you are fagged out from 
sleeping poorly. There are mpny good beds 
that fold into a small space for carrying 
in yoitr car; the folding canvaa army rot 
will do if you prefer. An air mattresa and 
air pillows- take a lot of the bumps and 
trouble out of your trip, and* of course, 
take tittle room In the ear. 

Dh, Boy, Meals! 

Now for the meals: In most of the coun- 

try ynti will go through you can easily plan 
to take all your meals at reatiiurants and 
hotels along the way. But, say you* what's 
a camping trip without the delicious meals 
prepared over the open fire? All right* 
then you will need cooking equipment, pro- 
vtsions* dishes. 

A strong metal grill with folding legs is 
the simplest kind of a slave and is fine 
where there is plenty of firewood and while 
the days are clear and dry. Many grills 
have windshields, reneclor ftnd o\*cn for 
roasting or baking. Get it large enough 
so that you will have room for the eoffee 
pot. the kettle of baked beans or soup* and 
the potatoes alongside the steak or chops 
on the grid top. Use dry. hard wqod for 
your fires* of course^— oak is fine. 

Then there arc the small stoves that burn 
solidified alcohol and may be used inside 
your tent. If you rely on an outdoor fire, 
better take one or tw'o of these along, in 
case it rains. 

Authorities on motor camping are giv- 
ing a high recommendation to the gtiKolinc 
camp stove. It burns fuel that may be 
drawn right from the tank of your car ond 
gives n fine heot that -is much like gas. 
And it can lie folded into a small space. 

For dishes, you can simply throw your 
picnic basket into the car, with its tin 
plates nnd cups* steel knives and forks, tin 
spoons, paper napkins and the rest, along 
with a frying pan, coffee pot and a couple 
of kettles* All these take up room, and 
if you can afford it* you’ll prefer to get 
one of the folding outfits that to- 

gether and fit into a small space. For their 
personal kit. many campers simply use the 
army mess Idt with its tiny frying pun and 
plate, plus a knife and fork. Take plenty 
of cleansing powder — your pots will get 
blackened by the fire — plenty of cheese- 
cloth or other inexpensive material to use 
for dish towels. 

Thermos bottles are handy to have along; 
with a baby in the party they are almost 
a necessity unless you carry a refrigerator 
basket. 

If you care to invest in a refrigerator 
basket, you can carry your milk, eggs, but- 
ter, cream and meat in it, and make camp 
meats a real luxury w*ith fresh fruit and 
vfgelabloa. 
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Where towns are frequent along the 
luute you can do without the refrigertiliir 
basket, but this means buying perbhablea 
in small quanlUies« just enough for each 
meal. For staple groceries that will keep 
without the ice, you may take erarkens or 
bard cookies — there are many delicious 
sorts — hard sausag(*» bacon, boiled ham, 
condensed milk, coffee, tea, canned vege- 
tables, canned soup, canned pork and 
beans, pancake flour, maple syrup, cereals, 
potatoes, lard and aimilor foods. Pack 
them in a paeksack or a covered box to 
keep out the dust. 

Any Old Clothes Will Do 

As for clothcfi, you can buy a complete 
new' outfit for each member of the party, 
with knickers, sHckers, army shirts, macki- 
tiaws and boots; or you may fUl out with 
Jill me of your own strong, serviceable 
riothes. Women campers by the hundn-d 
have been ffnding out that tweed knickers 
are scratchy and uncomfortablo—try' khaki 
or linen knickers for warm weather and 
corduroy ones for cold. YouUl want u 
sweater, too, for each member of the party, 
plenty of light, clean underwear, sox, stock- 
ings and handkerchiefs. 

All this sounds like quite an investment 
for one vacation for one family. But you 
needn’t buy it all in one year. Get the 
ti-nt and beds 5 rat, of course, and leave 
the fancy cooking outfits, gasoline Stove 
and refrigerator basket until next year. 
After youVe made a trip or two you *11 
know better what you w'ant. It*s best not 
to buy too much equipment until you And 
out what conditions on the road demand, 

.^nd here’s a suggestion: If your friends 

and neighbors are motarists and are think- 
ing of camping vacations, too, why not get 
them together and buy an outfit co- 
operatively, to be used by each family in 
turn? In this way you can get a fine, com- 
plete outfit at a cost to each family com- 
paratively small. 


For people who make motor camping a 
hobby there are inn ame table appliances 
and knick-knacks to make the trip enjoy- 
able — gasoline lamps, folding canvas bath- 
tubs, rubberised wash basins, collapsible 
canvas pails I that sometimes collapse at the 
wrong moment), folding tables, chairs, and 
radios. 

There are many things like tbese that 
you can take along if you have space for 
them, money to spend for them, but “which 
you can do very nicely without. 

Experienced campers suggest that you 
try packing your car with your equipment 
j-everal times before you are ready to siarl 
on the trip, to find the best way to carry 
each piece of luggage. Use the running- 
boards, a trunk or box in the rear of the 
car, all the space in the tonneau that the 
paJ’Sengers don’t need, lash a box to the 
front bumper if you need to, but don't 
carry n load on the fenders if you can 
avoid it. 

Now that you're all loaded up and ready 
to go. why not make a “visit to one of la- 
bors summer educational camps? These 
camps are a comparatively new part of the 
labor-educational movement and are gain- 
ing in popularity every year. 

Goodbye, and the best of luck. May your 
pathway always be free from tucks and 
detours I 


Co-op Milk Plant Opened 

Completion of a f&QO,000 milk plant means 
that producers' co-operatioti will bring 
thousands of gallons of milk dally Into 
Cleveland to cuter to the needs of the Fifth 
City’s million people. The plant is the 
property of 4,IH)0 farmers who have substi- 
tuted eo-^openition for cut-throat competi- 
tion in the six northern Ohio counUea on 
which Cleveland depends. They have signed 
five year contmetB to market their product 
through the Ohio Farmers (’ooperative Milk 
Association. From its central plant the co- 


op will sell milk to independent distributors 
and use the surplus for the munufacture of 
dairy by-products. 

The new plant has five storage tanks with 
10,000 gallons capacity, a pasteuri^ier ca- 
pable of handling 15.000 pounds of milk 
hourly, three ice machines of 210,000 pounc^ 
capacity, and two separators turning out 20,- 
000 pounds every houn Large iwate pro- 
duction bus brought reat economies in other 
directions, for the plant will be pow'ered 
from a 250 horse power steam station fired 
by pulverized coal, the only installation of 
its kind tn the city. 

The automatic weighing machine which 
receives the milk is also a bookkeeper, en- 
tering accounts of each producer and keep- 
ing his records straight for the month. 
Although co-operative creameries are wide- 
spread throughout the country and domi- 
nate in the dairy States of Minnesota and 
Wisconsin, the Cleveland dairy co-op is 
the largest yet organized. Its career is being 
followed carefully by dairy farmers near 
other targe cities.

WHAT PRICE CLOTHES? 

Plain Talks hy the Ulfs of a Union Man 


44^ I ^HERE are some Umea f'lj like to he 
I a poor working girl ajiairi and right 
now la one of them." t said, as Lota 
eame in jnst in time to cateh me imtting 
a large, durahle patch over the place where 
it would do the most good, on Danny's play 
overalls^ ^'Trying to keep youngsters in- 
side their clothes and shoes and stock- 
ings is some Job* the way they keep bust- 
ing out of them! Two new pairs of shoef 
this week — I And then I read in the paper 
that a working girl making $1,200 a year 
can blow $60n of it on clothes. I'd like 
to be a working girl.'* 

**Where’d you flee thatT" Lola asked, 
with some Interest, 

'“Why, the New- York League of Girls 
Cluhs says so and has published a budget 
showing how to do it. Some of those 
little New York working girls say it^3 not 
so, but what do they know about itT' 

“Nothing, natural ty, they just have to 
do it." 

“It sounds like a nice budget, too. There's 
$80 allowed for a winter eoat and $50 for 
a winter suit, and $30 for a spring coat, 
all in the same year. 1 consider myself 
lucky if I can scrape up the price of one 
coat in a year, let alone two and a suit 
thrown in for good measure. Keeping in 
sts’Je must be an easy job for the poor 
working girl — -why, whnt are j^ou looking 
50 mad about, Lola?" 

“You wouldn't ^vender if you could see 
the stttte of my w'nrdrohe. woman. Why, 
one of the reasons I came over here, aside 
from the pleasure of your eompony, was 
to ask if 1 could run up a tittle summer 
dress on your sewing machine. Need some 
dust cloths ? rii give you plenty-=-my old 
wash dresaes," 

“The budget I mentioned allowed $35 for 
summer dresse*." 

“Well, $35 In a budget and $35 In my 
little green underarm bag are tw^o did'er-' 
ent ihingfl, and you ought to realize it, 
Mrs. Tom. And besides. I don't think 
there's a girl tn the good old U. S. making 
$l4i00 a year who could spend $fifm a year 
on clothes. Unless, of course, she was liv* 
ing with her folks and paying not one cent 
for board and room.” 

“And in that case her actual income 
would be larger than $1,200 wouldn't it?” 

“Quite a bit larger. And I think it ought 
to be listed as unfair to organized labor 
for a girl to live at homo and not pay 
board to her folks, no matter how little 
she makes. It's certainly unfair to the 
rest of us working girls. There wouldn't 
he so many working for $12 or $15 a week 
If they hod to live on it. There's some- 
thing so smug about a big, wealthy bank 
advertising for 'home girls'^they try to 
make out that the girls' morals will be 
better. But what they actually are doing 
IS asking some poor old dad, worn out 'with 
the struggle to make ends meet, to con- 
tribute $5 a week or more to the bank's 
payroll. Now I haven't the statistics to 
pfove it. but I know tbat anything under 


$!8 or $2(1 can't be considered a living 
wage at all, for a single girl, paying her 
own way.” 

“Aren't there girls' clubs where the board 
is low?” 

Whal Charity Gives* 

“Yes, and very darn low, if you ask mo, 
A girl I knew lived in one where you could 
get board and room for $5.50 a week. I 
wonder what they're doing now, when po- 
tatoes are so high — because potatoes 5gured 
largely on the menu. She ihared a tiny 
gloomy room with another girl, both of them 
hating each other. That’s whnt you get for 
$6.50. And even that represents some char- 
ity on the pari of the women's organizg’' 
tlpn that ran the club. Of course these 
women — many of them wealthy — meant 
well, but it seems to me that any one who 
works should be paid enough to Live on 
without accepting charity of any kind,” 
“Seems to me you're hot on this sub- 
ject,'' 

“Sure, I am, it makes my red hair sizzle, 
A friend of mine got fired last week be- 
cause a girl stole her job, Ruth was just 
out of business collegis but she's efficient 
and very conscientious. As thl» was her 
first Job, they w’cro paying her only $18 
a week. But in comes this other girl and 
tells the boss, 'I'm living at home and I 
don't need to work for money. I'm willing 
to work for experience for a while — you 
can pay me $10 a week.' Nobody can re- 
sist a bargain like that, and ho felt for 
her line. So Ruth's out looking for a job. 
rtnd she's hard up; I happen In know tbat. 
becausa I tent her $35 myself. And Chat 
leaves me just a bit short and, to come 
back to clothes, that's why I think I'll make 
a dress instead of huying it.” 

“But she'll pay you hack, won't she? So 
that shouldn't come out of the clothes di- 
vision of your budget at all— that's under 
the head of Investments?” 

“Saj, old dear, don’t kid me with this 
budget business, t know when I've got 
money to spend and when I haven't, don't 
I? Of coiurse she'll pay it back, but I told 
her not to be in any hurry about iL” 

“Do you keep any sort of a budeet. Lola? 
How much do you spend on clothes, if 
you don't mind telling? What part of her 
income can a working girl dress herself 
up itiT' 

“Well, for clothes 1 spend not more than a 
quarter of my income, and usually less. Per- 
sonally, 1 wouldn't think it was safe to spend 
any more. T'd say, offhand, that clothes cost 
me $406 a year Instead of tbat hypothetical 
$600 — and I'm making $1,800 a year instead 
of $1,200. Board and room, carfare and 
such incidentals, soak up at least half of 
it. Clothes get about a quarter of it. 
Then I put the rest into s^avingfl of one 
sort or another, because I don't think 
there's any use working unless you save 
something. Vacations and Christmas pres- 
ents always take a slice out of my savings 
— the two annual gouges,” 

“If you figure a quarter of your income 


for clothes, a girl getting $12, which ia the 
minimum wage in some states, could spend 
S3 a week for clothes,” 

“Well, personally, I think a girl getting 
$12 a week shouldn’t plan to buy clothofl 
at all. In fact, I don't see how a girl 
making that amount could plan lo live at 
all. Suppose she got sick and had doctor's 
bills to pay — and teeth are bo inconsiderate 
about gettiing boles in them and dentists 
so darn expensive!” 

“In other word^, $12 a week isn't enough. 
But how are they going to get any more- 
most of them Just unskilled workers 7“ 
What Ahouf Organization? 
“Organize!” cried Lola, with fire In her 
eye. “Weed out these girls who live at 
home and work for pocket money.. Edu- 
cate glrifl to realize they niu.fltn'1 work 
for less than a good, fair living wage. 
They make themselves cheap, and they 
make me darn tired. It's the clerical work- 
ers, in the white-collar jobs, who need 
organization most. But, horrors I Belong 
to a union? Oh. my. no! The trouble 
here In America is that poor people can't 
realize that they are poor. 

“Until the office girls realize that they 
are poor working girls just as much as 
the women who work in a factory^ — usually 
& good deal poorer, too — they’ll have to 
juggle their budgcLs around to find enough 
money for all their living expenses. I'm 
poor, nobody but me knows how awfully 
poor I am, but since I'm living in America 
I want to look as though my father bud 
mtilions and I'd just stepped out of my 
Miiiousino and dismissed the chaufTeur with 
a caretesfl w*ave of the hand. 

“America is the land of opportunity — and 
competition. Women certainly do tbeir bit 
with the competition For Instance, thot 
Jones girl came down yesterday in the 
most marvelous-looking orchid linen, with 
a Hat to match, new white kid pumps and 
chiffon hose — well, you know — and I looked 
like a wreck and felt like one w*hen 1 saw 
her. Now Urn so darn poor ril have to get 
a piece of cloth and butcher it into a dreza.” 
"My, but that's a tale of woe! But there 
Mfe some good sales on linen this week— 
you get some and come over Saturday and 
we'll make you look wonderful.” 

“That's mighty sweet of you, Mrs. Tom.” 
“I suppose Miss Jones is the girl who 
took Ruth's job?'' 

“Right the first guess.” 

“And Mr. Howells, that good-looking 
young junior partner, is so susceptible?*' 
“Right again.” 

(That's the way It is with women. Lola 
w'ouldn't trade her hoy fTiend, Mac, for n 
dozen of Mr. Ilowclis, but she felt that age- 
old prick of feminine vanity, and she 
couldn't resist getting into the competition.)

Perhnps power will aome 
dny he trnnamitted thrnujfh the ether by 
rleclro-muBnetic waves* but no vleetHc wiro- 
tiian need be upprehensive nbout his job on 
thnt necount for aonie lime lo come. For 
power pnrpoiieSi the energy must be i!i- 
rerUil Hh>n|! predetermined rhtinnels to spe- 
dik pointw for utiUsSHtimn It enn not, aa 
HI nidtOp be merely bniadrifist bo nny one 
may pick It up. 

The rhanncU alonp which the energy ia 
tntnwmltted invariably eonalat of wires* and 
m such possess certain charaeteristic prop- 
erties which must be considered in the design 
and construction of any Iransmisaion ays* 
tern. The three moat chrtrncteristic and uni- 
versal properties are resistance* inductance, 
and capacitance* These three properties 
of the electric circuit have aituluga in 
mechanical devices for conversion and trans- 
mission of energy. While it {a perhaps just 
as difbcult to comprehend the mechanical 
annioga as the eleclricnl properties* never- 
theless their comparison makes the electrical 
properties seem more rervL 

l^lrctrtcal Re^i stance*- Every wire, no 
matter of ivhat it is made, interferes or op- 
poses the free flow of electrons through it. 
This opposition is a sort of electrical fric-* 
lion which absorbs or converts some of the 
energy of t he elecT rnns into beat. This is plainly 
analogous to mechanical friction which like- 
wise converts energy into beat. Two pieces of 
ice can be melted by merely rubbing them 
together by the friction, and the energy con- 
version in the one case ia fundamontiilly no 
more mysterious than in the other case, but 
fumlliurity with friction has freed il of my^a- 
tcry. Again, electrical resistance Is akin to 
frictiwnul resistance In that it depetids upon 
the inaterial of which the conductor is made 
just as the friction between certain ma- 
terials is higher than between olhers* and 
furl her more* electrical resistance like fric- 
UotiHl resistance is both useful and waste- 
ful.. If the rate at which the energy is de- 
livered I* to be controiled, rcstMtiince con- 
ductuif* known as reaistois arc used, while 
if the conductor Is to serve merely as a 
conveyor of electricity* the smnUer the re* 
si stance the better. !ri any enso* however, 
the energy wasted or convertud into heat 
Is propprtiunat to tile product of the square 
of the current* when eitpressed in amperes, 
and the reBtslanco of the conductor or wdro 
in fthtiui* 

Two Evcr-Frcscfit Problems* 

The electrical resistance of condiiciors 
gives rise lo two problems in electrical con- 
atruction* the problem of heating and the 
problem of voltage drop. As sotiie energy 
of the electric current Is always* by virtue 
of resistance* converted into heat* all elec- 
trical nnichJnea Heal when loaded. There 
lire otlicr sources of heat in electrical ma- 
chinery besiilea that of rcsistunco, hut this 
is inseparably associated with any electrical 
machine, uppliance or device through which 
an electrical current Hows and it ia the bnris 
of the underwriters rules governing electric 
wiring. The rules which ipi*clfy the safo 
current cjirryfng capacities of wires are in- 


tended U» pifAciil iivi'rlieut ing and thus In- 
creasing the tliiiigcr frrmi fire. These rule? 
have no reference whatever to the voltage 
drop in the wire. Thus the current capa- 
city of a number 10 enpper wire la 25 am- 
percii. but tbla dw>^ not mean that a num- 
Wr 10 wire ia auitabic for transmitting 25 
amperes a distance of ten miles* h means 
that n number 10 roppwr wir« adll carry 
25 amperes without becoming so hot a? to 
make its use dangerous. If it were used 
lo transmit 25 nmpcreH ten miles it would 
require approximately 2*610 volla to force 
the current through the wire and no voltage 
would be iivatlahic for the operntion of 
lamps on inotorM. Or fiut it another way. 
it 'Would retiulrc a 2,lU0 volt Ofi kilowatt 
generator to sutiply the energy wasted in 
the wire. Thus in any wiring inst'i^*n*ion? 
it is not enough to merely know the sate r 
ntlowahle current capacity of the wire* but 
the resultant voltage drop must also be 
known, and if the current to be tranam'Hed 
gives too high n drop, a larger wire must 
be used. Methoifs of calculating voltage 
drop and the sloe of wires to be used are 
clearly explained In the articles entitled 
“.Arithmetic of Klectririty/^ and will not be 
discussed here. The purpose of the fore- 
going brief diocufitiiim in lo point out the 
importance of resistance in all electric cir- 
cuit calculations* 

Thai Myslery— Inductance 

The second property of an electric cir- 
cuit. Inductance. Is juit as irnportant as 
resistance and It U much more difficult to 
com prebend. 

The rcslatance of a circuit depends upon 
the materfai, slxe and length of the wire 
compoBing it* These characltfrletic prop- 
erties of wire have only a minor influence 
tin the Intluctnnccs of the circuit. The in- 
ductnnee of a circuit Im ileicrmincd more by 
Its configuration, armtigcment of wires and 
material endowed by tlu' circuit Ihiin by the 
mnterinl, length and aUe of the wires. 

Tha energy delivered by a generator to a 
circuit t.H distribnttnl in four characteristic 
ways ns heat in the coniluctor, as potential 
or stored energy in the mngnetie field asso* 
cinted with the circuit, as etiergj" of the 
electrostatic field assof iated with the circuit, 
and finally some cueigy in iteUvered to the 
receiving apparatus such m lamp or motor. 
Each of these iigendcs for converting energy 
has its counterpart In mcclijinlcal process of 
energy utilkaUon. 1 1 has ulreiidy been 
pointed out frictional resistance converts 
mechanical energy Into luuit which in vvasted 
in a manner nnalogous to electrical resis- 
tance, but what mcrhanlral feature la analo- 
gous to the inductnnee of an electrical cir- 
cuit ? 

When a steam turbine, or even a recipro- 
cating engine with a large fly wheel* la 
started up nearly all of the energy of the 
steam is used in ncccderaling the movable 
elements of the machine. Some of the energy 
is wasted In frielionul resistance, but 
mo:Bt of It Is converted into energy of 
motion of the rotor of the steam 

turbine or in the fiy wheel of the recipro- 
cating engine. Wlien the engine has 
reiiehcd full sjieef], no energy Is used In 
ncceleriiting the rotating elements, but 
nearly all of the energy of the steam ia 
transmitted to the machinery driven* That 
is why very little more energy is spent for 
the operation of ii machine with a heavy 


fly wheel than one with n light fly wheel. 
After the muebino has rcnclii'd full speed 
the energy supplied is used in overcoming 
frictional resistance and In doing work. 

The energy that is stored in a fly ivheel 
does not depend merely on its weight and 
speed* but upon the distribution of the nmss 
of the ivheel with reference to Its nxl§ of 
rotation. Thus a haavy cylinder or small 
diameter will not absorb so much energy' ns 
a fly wheel of large diameter with the nmaa 
concentrated in the rilii. Tliis properly of 
ji fly wheel which depends up on its muss and 
diameter h known ns moment of incrtiii, 
Tlio groAter the moment of inertia the 
greater the amount of energy of rotation 
possessed by the wheel. The moment of in- 
ertia of a '■f^Nting element l» thus imato- 
gous to t\ inductance of an electric cir- 
cuit n» wil, nc next shown. 

Every current carrying wire U surrounded 
by a magnetic field. Thb magnetic field 
IS a seat of energy just as the fly wheel is 
a sent of enerF^" The energy lii stored in 
the magnetic fie • while the curreiit b In- 
creasing, for when no current Is flowing 
there is no magnetic tloUl, but it bo- 
pi ns to build up just as soon as the current 
ifl .started. This is not only analogous, hut 
aUniial identical with the manner In w'hfch 
energy is stored in the fly wheel. 

Furthermore* the nuantity of energy that 
may be stored in the mngnetie fleUi asao- 
cinted with the circuit does not di-pctid on 
the magnitude of the current but also upon 
the configuration of the circuit and tbc 
fresence of magnetic material* Much more 
vnvrgy can be stored tn the mognctle field 
^urroundlng a coil of large diameter and of 
many turns than in the magnetic field sur- 
rounding a straight wire even though the 
current mteusity be the same. The fire**' 
ence of iron increases the stored energy 
still further. Thus the shiipe. number of 
turns, diameter of the call, nnd the prea- 
ence of nmgnetic bodies within its sphere 
of Infinence of the current are all ► rnenta 
of the oils inductance, just ns the mass and 
its dUlrlbution are elements In the moment 
of inertia of a fly wheel. This subject of 
inductance of electric circuits la of such 
great Importance* especially in alternating 
current circuits, that a further elucidation 

is justified* 

.ictlcin and Rcaclknt Again 

In preceding articles it wna pointed out 
that u funrlnmcntnl and ever present law 
of all physical conversion of energy is the 
miction of the recipient upon the acting 
clement. The storage of energy in the mag- 
fH'tic field by the acijon of an electric current la 
no exception to the rule. The influential efrccia 
of Inductance in an etectrical circuit arc rlue 
to this renction, and to the energy stored 
in the magnetic field. Tlie reaction opponea 
the building up of the current* just as the 
reaction of the fly wheel prcj^ents the sud- 
den Increase in its speed when the throttle 
of the engine is opened* 

As a rule this hn* no serious coiiHequerice 
on direct current circuits* hut on nIU) mat- 
ing-current circuits the reaction prevents the 
rise and fait uf current vritii the rise und 
fall of the voltage causing U, uimI ctiitse- 
qucnily less energy If delivered to the re- 
ceiving circuit than would he were the cir- 
cuit non-inductive. Any one can get lome 
rcaliiJng sansv of the effect that Inertia has

ELEMENTS OF RADIO— PART 4

W E know ihnt certain rrystnU function 
HA detectors of radio waves because 
of their property of unilateral con- 
ductivity of recti (icati on; in oiher words, 
because they conduct current in one direc- 
tion only. When such a crystal included 
in an aliernaling current circuit it will con- 
duct the phase of the current which is in 
line with its own conductivity and will stop 
the other. 

Since the Flerain^, or two-electrode tube, 
possesses this same property of unilateml 
conductivity the Fleming tube tnay be util- 
i^ted as! a detector. Inasmuch as the fila- 
ment bas a negative charge, should an al - 
te mating current circuit be connected Ut 
both fUament and plate* current could 
pass across the gap only when the fUament 
held the negative phase, ut which times neg- 
fittve electrons wmuld be attracted by the 
positive plate. 

The Fleming valve, therefore, can be sub- 
stituted for the crystal detector in any 
standard receiving circuit. 

Operation of Fleming Valve 

The filament of the valve is usuaUy made 
of tungsten and is lighted froai the A or 
Storage battery In aeries with a rheostat. 



The tnconiing radio frei'^uen.cy current?^ arc 
impressed acrosi^ the plate and filament of 
the vacuum tube. When the negative pKa.'^e 
of the radio current flows into the nega- 
tively charged filament electrons are draw'ii 
across to the positive plate. How'cver, at 
the positive pba4>e of the negative electrons 
in the plate are repelled by the negative nla- 
merit, nnd there b no passage of the cur- 
rent avrosa the gap* 

The Fleming valve proved to be consid- 
erably more sensitive than the crystal de- 
tector and bad the advantage of being eas- 
ily operated, the only adjustment being that 
of the A battery rheostat. However, it was 
aoon superseded by the three-element, more 
geneniliy known as the vacuum tube. 

The audion or three- vacuum element was 
developed by Dr Iaic De Forest, an Ameri- 
can radio eiigtticcT, in lOOfi, Jt dilTi^rg from 
the Flenung valve principiUly in the addi- 
tion of a third electrode known as the 
“grid/* The addition of the grid greatly in- 


t readied the i^lfiriency of tubes in radiu 
work. To describe this third member, it m 
a laltico-tike electrode placed hetw^ecn the 
filament and the plate so that electrons ra- 
diated from the filament pass through the 
grid before reaching the plate. The spiral 
or lattice shape of the grid is designed to 
admit free passage of electrons to the plate. 

Tube Const rucl ion 

The three-element I’aruum tube is very 
similar in construction to the ordinary in- 
candescent electric lamp. The vacuum of 
any three-element tube is far higher than 
that of an electric lamp. However, there 
are “hord" vacuum tubes, which have an 
cSftremcly high %’acuum and “sofl“ tubes, 
which contain n small amount of gas. Each 
lube hm its own particular uses, although 
the hard tube may be used f*r all purposes. 

Regardless of the degree of vacuum, a 
tube contains three elements — filament, 
grid, nnd plate. The grid is always placed 
between the filament and the plate. 

The filament is usually a very fine tung- 
sten vfire in an inverted loop, the two ends 
nf the fiJament being secured by two of tlie 
terminals in the base of the tube. The grid 
is a mesh or spiral, often of nickel wire, 
either placed to surround entirely the fila- 
ment, or interposed in line betwoen It and 
the plate. The plate may be molybdenum, 
nickel, or thin sheet ateet. It is often cyl- 
indrical, but may he fiat or a flattened cylin- 
der, Whatever the shape of filament, grid, 
or plate, they art* always placed in such n 
manner that electrons radiating from the 
filament to plate must pass through the 
grid. The grid and plate each are brought 
to a single terminal in the base of the 
vacuum tube. 

f»n examining what ’we have just read, we 
find that the filament is brought out of the 
vacuum tube hy two terminals, thereby of- 
fering current from the A battery a com- 
plete circuit when this battery is connecteif 
to the filament. The A battery, it will be 
remembered, serves the purpose of beating 
the fllai. '^nt so that electrons will be throven 
ofi^ easily. 

If, however, ‘he B battery be connected to 
the plate and the negative filament terminal 
as to impress a positive potential on the 
plate, the circuit must 1 h* Hosed by drift of 
negative electrons from filament to plate 
across the vacuum. 

Likewise, if the radio frequenej^ current 
be impressed across the grid and the nega- 
tive filament terminal, the grid circuit can 
only be dosed across the vacuum between 
filament and grid. It will be obvious that 
when the positive phase of the radio fre- 
qaency current flows Into the filament the 
powerful positive charge of the plate will 
tend to repel it back into the filament, but 
when the negative phase of the grid cur- 
reiil enters the filament (the grid itself be- 
ing positivel the flow of negative electrons 
toward the plate is augmimted. 

Since the grid is much nearer the filament 
than the plate, a small change of attraction 


between ffrid and filament will have as much 
eifect on electron flow ns a much larger va- 
riation in the plate current. Due to this 
fact, the weak incoming radio waves im- 
pressed on the grid are able to control di- 
rectly much more powerful currents in the 
plate circuit. 

It will bo seen that the grid is a governor, 
and the value of the vacuum tube as an 
amplifier is duo to the fact that by the ac- 
tion Just described weak currents can coil- 
Irol strong ones, and Ibc plate current al- 
ways fluctuateM exactly as does the grid 
current. 

Types of Tubes 

A great many different types of vacuum 
tubes have been developed by the leading 
manufacturers, who have been followed 
more or less by others. However* het’wetin 
tubes of one manufacturer and those of an- 
other a wide difference in performance is 
often encountered. Also characteristics of 
vacuum tubes vary widely, according to the 
particular purposes for which they are to 
lie used. 

Generally speaking, among the R. C. A. 
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tubes. Ihoso whose description begins with 
a U have a pare metal filament, and the W 
tubes employ filaments coated with oxides. 
The X tubes are new Radiotron.% designed 
each for its own specific use, and they do 
not Kupersedc* the older types of tubes. 
However, they do offer better performance 
for their ovm particular usages. 

The UXI^^O tube is a new dry battery nm- 
plifier designed to provide increased loud 
speaker volume and improved quality of re- 
production from dry battery operatt-d sets. 
The OXUfh is the new dry? battery detector. 

New tubes UX112 and UX120 arc for use 
with atorage batteries. The UXll2 gives in- 
creased volume and better quality of repro- 
duction. It stands about midway between 
the DX120 and UX210, The UX210 is* « 
powder amplify ing tube am] has exceptional 
merit, producing undlstortcd loud speaker 
volume considerably In exeexx of that ob- 
tainable with |i resent t^qiea of tubes.

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Politics of Giant and Super Power Explained

Third in the 5erte« "Power — Chronicle 
of Ecoootnic Progret« 

W ITH n]] the recognised fnilmKHi whit 
effect hna all the deyebpment In the 
power industry hiid on Amenciui 
prosperity T It is an every doy occurrence 
to hear of now tnnchlnes and producUon 
methods, nil of which rtM)uire an addition of 
power and subtraction of labor. We in 
Amcricn are turning out in products more 
per man than any nation on the globe. In 
spite of the height of our wages as com- 
pared with Kuropoan wages, and in spite of 
our distance from the markets, the American 
products in most cases are undorsolling the 
European products. 

**The amount of power per capita/^ wrote 
Cnmpors, *'is what makes the deference be- 
tivcen poverty and affluence, and therefore 
the interest of the wage earner in atiy pro- 
ject calculated to increase the power at the 
command of the American people is manl* 
fesL** Now the amount of IK l\ used per 
capita In the United Stales ia rated so as 
to increase the workers output 430 per cent 
over his own unaided physical slrength. 
while in England by the same process of 
calculation the workers output is Inerensed 
only 205 per cent, and In Japan the same 
process showi an increase of Ur# per cent 
in the worker's output. Correspondingly 
the wage of the average worker in the 
United States is $4.75: in England* 13420: 
and in Japan, 09 cents. Thus the American 
workers have a higher standard of living, 
a greater consumption, and on the wholo a 
much more improved social Hfe» all of 
which Is correlated with our greater power 
consumption and our modem method of ma- 
chine production. 

Control and protection of our natural re- 
sources are two of our biggest problems. In 
coal generation the federal eontrol is lack- 
ing, though in some states the power of the 
stato la exercised to guide develop- 
ment. On the other hand, the federal 
government has the machinery for very 
elfectivo control over water power de- 
velopment under the Federal Water Power 
Act. 

Under the Federal Water Power Act* 89 
per cent of the future water power develop- 
ment is thus controlled and regulated. This 
act was put across in 1920 after a fourteen- 
year fight by such public irpiriled men ai 
Hoosevelt, Pinchot and others eaunny no* 
table. 

The Federal Water Power Act 
The Federal Water Power Act UconiM'S de- 
velopments for a maximum period of fifty 
5 ’ears, at tlio end of which the government 
may take over the project by a payment of 
the actual net investment or rttnew the old 
license. States and munidpalitles are given 
preference over the other appllcanti. 

The policy of the act regards power de- 
velopment under two divisions— high Head 
and low bend. The high head policy Is to 
regard the license as n permit for the use 
of public lands and as storage of water. 
The lo^ head policy is to regard the license 
as a permit for the use of water in atiUng 
nnvi gation. 

The IniHls for the rates cliargctl is on the 
net Invcsttnent (cost prgdGntly incurrciK 
subject to approval). All profit in exenss of 
a rcasonnbio return is used iis a partial 
amorlixation or in the form of an anaunl 
rent paid to the govemmont. Nominal rent 
generally Is to be charged in private dc- 


The poHlics of industry is more 
interesting and perhaps more inn- 
portant, than the politics of Gov- 
ernment. In the electrical indus- 
try big issues are at stake — water 
power projects valued at billions 
of dollars* 


vdopmont to defray ndml nisi ra Mon expenses, 
state nut ho ri nation for the use of the stream, 
its hod, and its hank, muat bn shown before 
a license can be issued. The licenseo must 
submit to state regulation of his rates, lor- 
vice* and security hsuos, or forfeU his lU 
CGhse. Here we have a very adequate law 
imfcguardiTig our water power development 
with all the advantages to n state for regu- 
lation of state operation. 

Operation: Who's Who? 

When we study as to the future operation 
of the industry we are nt once aware of two 
distinct interests working to get control 
of the industry and Its future developments. 

These interests stand for two clear-cut 
principles: one for profit — ►synonymiius with 
private ownerahip: the other for public ser- 
vice — synonymous with public ownership. 
Private ownership proposei iuperpower de- 
vdopment while public ownership proposes 
giant power development In assoetating 
giant power with public ownership, I am 
doing so from several very definite impres- 
sions received while performing this re- 
search. Before taking this stand I have 
questioned others intertiited in power de- 
velopment on this viewpoint nnd their en- 
dor.*(ement eniviuraged me on this issue. 
In this first place the term "auperpower'* is 
dofifiitdyadvoratcd by the power trust In un- 
mistakable terms ns a private dcvolopment 
and b widely accepted in this sense by the 
public, although I reengnire that Carl 
Thompson and Iho Fublic Ownership Iireague 
still advocates public superpower, which is 
confu.smg in the pubUc mind. Secondly, 
Pennsylvania, Giant Power Report, Survey 
Graphic's Giant Power number of March, 
1924, and The Annals of the American Aca- 
demy of Political and Social Hclenccs num- 
ber of March, 1025, leave one with the 
choice of private or public development, hut 
preferably the latter. As for Governor Pin- 
ch ot's statements favorin'g prlvato develop- 
ment they leave mo unconvinced; however, 
his stand may be necessary for political ox- 
pedioney. On the other hand, the Hlinoli 
Miners plan of giant power comes out posi- 
tively for a form of public ownership de- 
velopment, In the Inst ptaee, from a psycho- 
logical point of view, giant power, the newer 
of the two phases nnd sure to be more ap- 
pealing to ihs public and less con fusing, 
ought to be definitely associated with pub- 
lic ownership. It will give the advocates of 
public ownership n hnUie cry not confused 
with pHvalo ownership. I, us n student of 
ibis problem heartily recemnicnd the use of 
the teat of ginnt power in conjunction with 
public ownership nml that of superpower to 
be mode synonymous with private ownersliipi 

Prlvnfc Bupcrtiower Plan 

Easentiully, the puperpower Idea consists 
almost enUr^ly of the tying together of Uu* 
cxiaUng facilities und the grwdunl elimina- 


tion of all stations operating at a relatively 
high cost. By-product recovery In coal has 
only been hinted at. Some of the largest 
stationa to be built, having a capacity for 
200,0fi0 to 50(1, Omi K. W. H,. are to be lo- 
cated at the tide waters and river streams. 
This In itself would still require the transpor- 
tation of coal over long distances from the 
mine to the plant, 

Smoller uaers^ especially the formers, are 
given little or no attention as to the pos- 
slhlUtlei of distribution and low^er rates. 
Superpower hna ns its basis the welfare of 
industry nnd the raltroads with the small 
consumer somewhat ignoren, ,Su per power 
will bo n regional system supplying power to 
the agencies that are most vital to Ameri- 
can economic supremacy— mdusiry and 
transportation, 

Puhllr Ownership — Giant Power 

The aim of the advocates of public owner- 
ahip and giant power ia the development of 
the power Industry on a national scale. 
The plan provides for the erection of large 
lire stations, not smaller than 5flO,fififi Kw. 
capacity, to he located at or near the mine, 
theso stations in turn to supply power to a 
trunk system of transmiasion lines of 225.- 
fifiO volts with a targe rapacity to carry 
power tong distances, Provisions are also 
made for a large scale recovery of by- 
products. 

Adherents of giant power recognise 
three specific functions: generation, trana- 

mitilon, and distribution — each of which to 
be operated as a separate unit, hut guided 
and coordinated hy central control. 

The function of generation will be a prob- 
lem of erection of powce. plants of largo 
rapacity near the mine mouth and at advan- 
tageous sites on the river so as to meet the 
growing demand of industry and the con- 
sumer. The management will he Interested 
in the most efficient means of production of 
power and the rapid elimination of those in- 
efilcient plants located far from the source 
of coal 

Transmission, the second function, will be 
the problem of the erection of transmission 
lines of high voltage so as to deliver power 
for great distances. The transmission lines 
will he the pool into which all generation 
stations will pour their power for the dis- 
tribution to the wide stretches of this coun- 
try, The mnnagement'a duty will be to form 
a network of integral transmission lines so 
that power con retuHly be sent from one sec- 
tion of the country to another. 

The function of distribution Is a problem 
of supplying industry and the uHlmattf con- 
sumer with poTver. The policy must he one 
of wide distribution without any discrimina- 
lion Hint w^ould favor industry or handicap 
the suburban or rurnl section uf this coun- 
try. The management will be interested in 
providing the power, at as low a cost as is 
consistent with eflicloncy. The powder bhall 
be drown from the trunk of transmission 
lifiCH ncording to varying demands of the 
rnmmunity,

The Hell Tflephone Building 

A romance of steel and concrete placed in 
St. lujuis in the heart of a fast growing 
business section from 10th street to 11th 
4»ireei on Pine, and 1*3 feet deep will be 
finished about September. 192S, 

This imposing edifice, to be hnlshed in a 
warm gray Bedford limestone will not only 
bo an object of inspiring beauty as it lifts 
its magnificent parapets JOO feet above the 
level of the street, but wilt be a monument 
to brighter and more beautiful cities, a pin- 
neer in the 5eld of skyscraper architecture. 

This building will be prnettcal in every 
respe<‘t. It will huve u cubal content of 
«,000*M0 cubic feet and a total floor space 
exceeding 4fl0*00fl square feet. The wings 
of the building have been designed only 
4fi feet in width to provide the maximum 
natural tight for all ofhee space. 

The Southwestern Bell Telephone Corn- 
puny has accomplished n multifold purpose 
through the formulation of plans for the 
structure and negotiations with the city con- 
cerntng them. Besides winning praise for 
itself and the city of St. Louis and contrib- 
uting beauty to the community *s arcbitecture, 
the company has set a precedent which is al- 
ready being considered as a basis for law. 

ItTien plans for the building w*ere being 
drawn, there was no thought of attempting to 
gel around the existing ordinance, which 
prohibited the erection of buildings more 
than 2B0 feet in height, in order that light 
and air should not be cut off from surround- 
ing property. 

The compnny had to ftgure 25 years in ad- 
vance grow^th and to have su^jcient floor 
space the stepdmek style of architecture was 
decided upon. It ivas shortly after the step- 
back design was suggested that the architects. 
Mauran. Husaell and rrowell, were ap- 
proached w'ith the conipany''s probtem. The 
tapering style of building has never at* 
tained its full artistic possibilities, for in 
New York and other municipalities it exist? 
only as a necessity. 

Besides being strikingly new in architect- 
ural pattern, the building, in its every detail, 
wilt speak the latest words in modern achieve- 
ments of construction. 

Upon bed rock 75 feet below the level of 
the street rest 135 cylindrical caissons of 
Tcinforc€!d concrete, which support the mas- 
sive weight of the structure. They are in 
feet in diameter. It is interesting to know 
that the 8*OOU tons of steel is being manu- 
factured in St. Louis, and will be erected by 
St. l^uis firms. 

The sub-basemetU door, the lowe.'^t in the 
building, contains the boiler room, the stor- 
ugo bniterles, the ventilation funs and

practlcaily all the power eciulpment for the 
building. 

The commercial ofRcc, where the public 
will be received, will occupy the 1 1th street 
side of the main floor. Its celling, about 22 
feet in height to permit room enough for a 
mezMnlne Boor, will he done in ornamental 
plaster in color relief. The columns and 
counter will be of marble. A pneumatic tube 
system will make po,^sible the rapid trans- 
actions from the counter to the cashier** 
cages on the balcony. Another side of the 
main floor will be rented to outside tenants. 
The main lobby, w-here the elevators are to 
be Located, will be elaborately decorated with 
panels and floors of colored marble and will 
have a vaulted ceiling. The elevator doors, 
10 in number in the first unit of the build- 
ing, will be of bronze. 

The elevators will be of the high speed 
type and will be equipped with doors operated 
automatically by compressed air. Five of the 
cars will go to the I tih floor, two will be 
operated between the 14th and 22nd floors 
and three between the t4th and 20th floors. 
The elevator problem, which U difllcult in a 
building of such design, has been worked out 
by experts. The second unit of the hutid- 
ing will have another bank of U) elevators, 
which will be operated similarly. 

The second and third floors of the struc- 
ture will be used by machine switching units. 
Eventually 10 units will be installed. The 
second floor will house the Chestnut olhce 
immediately and will be the location for the 
main distributing frame, which connects the 
outside cables with the subHcribeTS* multiple. 

Latex the fourth, fifth and sixth floors will 
be used for central offlcc equipment. 

All floors from the eighth to the Xfllh will 
be open for rental to outside tenants except- 
ing space for the auditorium on the 14th 
and the 15th floors and for the medical unit 
on the 14th. Later on the company Tvill 


take over all this rental space for Its own 
use. 

The auditorium, one of the outstanding fea- 
tures of the new home, will be used for lec- 
tures and entertainments. It will have a 
seating capacity of 500, and will have no 
columns to obstruct the vision and, in addi- 
tion, will have cloak rooms and retiring 
rooms conveniently located. It will have a 
highly ornate ceiling, drapes at the windows 
and a marble wainscoat below them. A mov- 
ing picture booth will be located at the back 
of the auditorium. 

The space between the 17th and 24th floors, 
tnclusive, will be occupied by the various de- 
partments of the company. 

Iticluding the sub-basement, the basement, 
two Intermediate floors and the pent bouse 
upon the roof, the building will have a total 
of 31 floors. The floor between the 24th and 
25th Htid the one between the sixth and sev- 
entb floors, will he used for the distribution 
of heating pipes. The pent house, the highest 
tower in the structure, will house part of the 
elevator machinery. 

Throughout the entire construction every 
known method of fireproofing will be used, 
and a fire tower or safety stairway will be 
provided. Alt the floors wdll be concrete, 
those of the executive offices and the corridors 
covered with blocks of rubber tile in con- 
tra.sting colors. All the other floors will be 
covered with litiolemn. 

The roof of each offset wilt be made easily 
accessible by means of two doors opening 
out on It and will be finished as a prome- 
nade. A nine foot parapet surrounding 
each roof will be slitted, affording Ideal lo- 
cations from which to view the city. The 
roof adjoining the executive offices will be 
rurnlshed as an outdoor conference room. 

Air in the two basement levels and several 
other of the lower floors will be purified by 
the special air filters, and throughout the re- 
mainder of the building ventilating machinery 
will maintain constant circulation. 

Investigation into the titles of the building 
site* previous to its purchase by the company, 
brought out many interesting historical facts 
concerning it. The block was originally part 
of the St. Louis Common, which was sold by 
order of the city government just prior to 
1850, to provide funds for the public schools. 
It was at one time largely held by the Lucal 
estnte. At the time of purchase hy the 
Southw'estern it was held by eleven owmers. 
One plot of ground, owne<l by a Mr. D*An- 
chald, was secured with considerable diffi- 
culty, due to the fact that the owner was a 
resident of Tunis, Africa. 

The site was selected partly because of Iti 
nearness to the New City Plaza, but chiefly 
because of the fact that the .Main-Otlve 
(Exchanges) building, at Tenth and Olive 
streets, was already a telephone wire center. 
Thus the cost of moving cable and changing 
the wire center would be relatively small. 
There was also the consideration the company 
already owned a plot of ground in the city 
block. 

J believe this explanation will be the right 
expression of the ‘"High romance of steel/*

I have so many things I would like to 
talk about covering many subjects of labor 
and The Kij:<nncAL WouKKn In particular. 

Our local union la getting along very 
nicety at prcAont. with the efficient manage- 
ment of officers, and the t»usinefl!i depart- 
ment under the efficient management of 
our huAtne4.s manager, Brother MoKcly. lie 
informed m last meeting of the necessity 
of closer co-operntlon through our Build- 
ing Trades Council with the other trades 
to make our contractors realise that Local 
No, 1fi3 is an organisation to co-operate 
with, and through his department in con- 
junction with the Building TradeA Council 
board of business agents they are assisting 
the union contractors to gut wmrk away 
from the open-shop coniractort. nml with this 
form of busmess-getting wc are keeping 
our members more stendtly employed and 
putting more money into the pockets of 
the eontmetors and members. 

It has been brought to our notice that 
some locals, one in particular, when a 
good pit id-up member from atiother local 
who works for an outside firm ah foreman 
ami foil owed out the rei|uirementa of the 
con’Ktitution iimi reciuested that liis card be 
accepted, is refused and he Is made to pny 
pernui money. We ask the iiueHtion, what 
good docs It do a traveling Brother to have 
A paid-up card? Ask any Brother who ha-i 
ever come into our local jurisdiction if 
he has ever receivoct such nonunion treat* 
ment from IvOcul No. Ifkt, 

1 have before me The Lather, the official 
Journal of the Wood. Wire and Metal Lath- 
ers' International Union. I nee the reports 
in driail, of the general president and seven 
orguniiers, for the months of Jununry, Feb- 
ruary, March, April and May, We see nu 
reports from our organ ixers. 

I have been a member of the Brother- 
hooil for over thirty years, and since lUl I 
wc haven't had ti representative of the G. 
tl. in the Wyoming Valley only in lime of 
tiDuble. and some were rml uf much tiunefit. 
but we have not had or seen a *ign of ati 
officer of the U, (J. fur organising purposcA 
or the reasons for Iheir abAuncu, and t be 
Ueve that if wa could get n little bee bust** 
ing for state couneils and got the, co- 
oipemliim of the G. 0. the same jih the car- 
iJcntcrK, painters and other organixatlons 
ill the state of rennsylvanin, wc woo Id 
have a chance at Superpower. IS'iinsyl- 
vania is a dead state for the electrlciil 
worker so far as the outside worker is cun- 
cerued. The linemen and power mmi in 
I’ennuyl vania are considered as a juke ns 
fnr as uniun men are concerned. In Aide 

wi remen the same. 
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I have no apolo^tea to offer for theao 
statements* and i am not malting them for 
any other purpose than to bring the mat- 
ter before the rank and file bo that some- 
thing may be done here in PennsylYania by 
the G, O., or we are going to lose out. 
Pennsylvania is the largest mantifacturing 
state in the Union, and we arc turning out 
more electrical workers and more contrac- 
tors than any other craft, we believe, and 
we have no national policy to meet the sit- 
uation. I don^t want it to appear that 
1 am a knocker, hut from the cxpericncG I 
have had in the v^aried helda of our local 
union, iSuiMing Trades Council and Cen- 
tral Labor Uniun, and personal contact with 
business men, business organizations, and 
the improvements 1 see are produced with 
ordinary common sense and cO'Operation 
and a constructive policy. 

I believe that if our general executive 
board was to work out an organization 
plan and plot out a district of any one of 
the vice presidents of, say Lackawanna and 
Luxeme counties, which now has threev lo- 
cal unions, covering a territory of about 
three hundred miles, with some of the larg- 
est electrical interests serving thousands 
of homes and industries using electric cur- 
rent and employing in the service they 
would receive thousands of electrical work- 
ers who are not members of the union. 

We have a local of about t20 members, 
where there are on the outside, registered 
with the City Electrical Examining Board 
of Wilkes-Barre, not in the union, working 
for open-shop contractors, mines* millB and 
other industries* over 500 so-called electri- 
dana* not couTiting linemen. 

Linemen working for public service com- 
panies and private line contractors run 
into hundreds of men who should be in the 
union, 

I want to be understood as believing that 
our Journal is for the purpose of advance- 
ment of our trade, and any local that can 
suggest something to improve our general 
organization as an organiiation cither 
through suggestion or criticism, as they see 
it, should do so, as that is the only way 
to make our organization one of labor that 
meets the conditions of co-operation and 
-absorbs the incoming electrical worker as 
tie comes into the industry. 

To be frank* we of Local No. 163 ean‘t 
kee any improvement in local or state con- 
ditions as a result of the policy advanced 
by the G. 0„ since we were members of 
the Keed and Murphy faction, under the 
district council plan as encouraged and as- 
sisted hy the then G. O. 

Again I want it to bo understood that 
we want to assist in any plan to Improve 
the welfare of our International, but wo 
must understand that the only way wo 
can do that is to improve our local unions 
through OUT international ofllccrs' co- 
operation, You con^t help any man or or- 
ganization that won't try to help them- 
selves. No business will build itself, and 
when it i 3 built it must be maintained with 
just as much intelligence ami sometimes 
more than it took to build it. 

In closing, we wish to hear from some of 
our hard* conscientious oldtimers in this 
game, which ia 'worth playing if wc play 
to win, who will express themselves 
through the WouKi^ii of a zoning system 
worked out from the L O. This is not a 
district council plan. This is a zoning plan 
under the control of the vice president or 
some one appointed by the G. 0., and under 
the supervision of the G. O, 

kS to the financing of the work in the 
zone, that could he worked out with the 
local unions and the G. 0. As conditions 
vary in different parts of the country, the 


same plan of attack and procedure would 
not be practical for all localities. And to 
keep everlastingly at it I

After 
haggling over the Rubject for quite a while, 
it seemed to dio a natural death until some 
of the hoys virtually took the bit in their 
teeth and demanded a dollar an hour and 
an eight-hour day. Quite naturally it 
didn't take with the company* end after 
some more delay the latter came back with 
an offer of 90 cents per hour for linemen* 
$1 for foremen, and 67 H cents for grunts: 
nine hour* per day and every Saturday aft- 
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crnoon ofT without pay, with two ways on 
tho oomiiany'ft time. After due eonaidera- 
tion iind many wordy battles, the majority 
voted to accept the increase, which amount- 
ed to 12^4 cents per hour. 

The old rate and working conditions were 
aa follows: linemen* 77 cents i foiGiimn. 

87H cenlN; griinta, 45 cents; nine hours* 
"four"^ ways and every other Saturday aft- 
ernoon oiT with pay, so I am dunieti if I 
can see whore they j^uinecl so much. Ter- 
sonally 1 believe that they sacrificed a 
wonderful opportunity to grab the eight- 
hour day, something that we have all boon 
fighting for ever since I can rernemljcr. 
I'iiia company is spending $l,l!00,DO0 for ex- 
tensions of high lines and local improve- 
ments* and anybody with but half an eye 
can see that the last thing they want is 
a labor war. But the spineless di mo 
snatchers spoiled everything just when the 
eigh labour day was within reach of all 
who had guta enough to battle with Howell 
and hia first looey, Hort Lewis* 

Sometimes I scratch the old bald spot 
and wonder just why half of the members 
of Local No. 210 carry cards. They never 
come up to meotingH except to growl or Lo 
accept a lousy two-cent raise or reduction, 
tf the company starts a nice little union 
of its ovs^n, I reckon the F, S, of Local No, 
210 will be right busy making out traveling 
cards or arrearaging notices, but will the 
company union accept the T. C,? On the 
level, it's enough to cause a regular guy 
to fall olT the water cart, only if that hap- 
pened yours truly would lose the pies and 
shortcake rating.

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4nys nt*ver told u*? anything about tho eco- 
nomlct or shntl 1 say inhuinan, brutal and 
most uni'^ftun] troatnieTit of the workor? You 
wtli notice that the histories give a hint that 
the poor wore badly treated, but it ia told 
in a way Lhat we never could understand, 
and some of us never know about it until we 
hear from some one who is constantly deiv- 
ing into farts. We speak very irreverently 
of those Bcholnr.*^ as being agitators, but 
the older I get the more I admire men and 
women who give their lives to thtfe exact- 
ing history. Let me point out once more 
that the real history of the worker com- 
monly called labor is never told only by 
ourselves. So make Labor Day a day of 
review of thought that will make you think 
the rest of the year. To my mind, all this 
bamboozle on Labor Day telling the useless 
stuff that you read on the “ads’^ and under- 
neath reminding you to buy their goods is 
so many white herrings across the path 
of the worker. Personally, I am amazed at 
the leaders ever tolerating the like. It is 
this unwise practice that is the forerunner 
of what you have seen lately in Great Hrit- 
ain. Could anything be more traitorous? 

Put a halo around your festival of labor. 
Make it one of our holy days. And with 
sober, honest thought, being true to our- 
selves and to the other fellows who depend 
on our guidance. 

The worker today ia so eaten up or so 
obsessed with his getting on ^^higher up’^ 
and such other humbug, that when you meet 
him on the street, at a weddings baptism^ 
wake, or funeral, or anywhere else, he will 
rush right at you with the question* "W'ero 
yer workin^?^' Truly there is much to un- 
ravel, BO very much that need not have 
been tangled up* before the worker can 
have what ia due him, T often think of the 
big gap between the |lG-a-day mechaniic and 
the laborer in the same district getting |6 
or even |5. These are questions that surely 
could be taken up at the Labor Day ede^ 
brations. It seems to me that almost every 
good institution has been cursed by com- 
mercialism, We simply canT get away 
from what is it worth and what will it cost. 
Some one has to pay dearly when we arc 
born in fee simple. While we are alive 
it is n constant battle to get hold of some 
coin, and when we die some one has to 
pay high for putting us away. We all 
think about this root of all evil* but we 
don't think deep enough. One law that 
has made America great and will bring 
about a better life for all the world is a 
realization of international good will. Na^ 
tions and folks with the same ideas and 
hopesl I have often heard it said that 
there are good and bad everywhere, but 
have you realized how parrot-like we say 
that? If more was said and done toward 
an international understanding we would 
have ft better world all through. 

CnpUal is international, and for years one 
nation has business dealings with another 
nation. We see each other, learn the lan- 
guage of the other* have cables laid one to 
another, and in a thousand ways become 
part of each other. The only part of each 
others national life that is not, or very 
rarely, considered is the part lived by the 
workers of muscle and brain. Then all 
of a sudden the whole relationship is upset 
and we are fighting each other, and strange 
to say* for freedom and liberty {for whom ?L 
When the halt is called, have we over 
thought about that freedom and liberty?

There are over S0,000 
feet of conduit in place ami it has the 
tallest electric sign on it in Florida, Dade 
Electric were the eontractors. 

We also wish to announce that the new 
Capitol theater will open about June 7, and 
is a beautiful theater for its size. It is on 
North Miami avenue, near Third street. 
Coral Gables theater will open June 4. U 
is on Ponce de Leon boulevard* 

Work on the University of Miami has 
started* and some of the buildings will open 
this fall. The old Catholic school back of 
the church has been torn down, and a new 
one Is being built In its place* 

Palm trees now line both sides of Vene- 
tian causeway, and a new pier is being 
built on the first bend of the old causeway. 

The Kapid Transit ear line is running to 
Coral Gables now* 

Ncwrspftpers came down to 2 cents but 
gasoline went up to 28 cents. There is a 
state tax of 4 cents per gallon on gas, so 
riding is not so cheap here.

We 
have various amusements with whhfi to 
entertain ourselves, although we invite 
more. We 'who have lived and worked here 
or those who have visited here can honestly 
say condltians are ideal.

The center of the fight is in San 
Francisco. The Industrial relations outfit 
is using every known method to heat labor. 
A permit system has been adopted by these 
prOple that requires contractors to operate 
on the "American plan" before any mate- 
rial will he delivered. Union eonl^nctor^ 
are refused material delivery by ihe ma- 
terial dealers belonging to the association, 
although union contractors have been rc^ 
ceiving some materiaL 
The cfToct of the earpenters* test has 
ptneed a great many of the electrica] work- 
ers on the unemployed list. And this is not 
altogether the cause of unemployment, as 
this depression started long before the car- 
penters* trouble. In the country crops look 
fine and n bumper yield is in sight. 

There hns got to be an adjustment with 
labor iooner or Inter, and the ioonor capi- 
tal and the industrial relations people get 
that into their heads the better it will he 
for us all. Why can't they show a little 
git-together spirit in the way of Hitting 
down and putting their feet under a table 
and eoncliliating matters in some kind of 
co-operative agrecmeTitt 

I wonder if wc could not have some of 
"The Spirit of '7G,” as bur forefathers had 
when they sat down 15(1 years ago and drew 
up the only American plan. When those 13 
colonial states came together ami adopted 
the one flag under union conditions — why, 
that'a not different from our labor union 
principles.

work. On shop work and jobs where 
other crafts are not represented the problem 
would be more simple. No doubt, but that 
the majority would like the five-day w-eek, 
once it became established. Also, it might 
help members employed by power companies 
on shift w'ork. some of whom now got only- 
two days off each month. The contrast be- 
tween this and five days a week might stimu- 
late enough interest to get them at least one 
day off each week, which is certainly no 
more than any self-respecting man has the 
right to expect even though his employer is 
too greedy to grant it voluntarily.

If our good Editor will allow me the space 
I would like to give an account of an inci- 
dent that occurred several weeks ago vritb 
me, it was a question that was asked me 
by a very close friend of mine and as it 
was concerning labor, I would like to first 
give the question, then partially my 
answer, and last the effects of that answer.

He is a well 
educated man in moderately wealthy means, 
bolding a highly lucrative position in a 
large banking institution in the city. He 
is quite a student of science and a variety 
of other sul^iects and we often have lotig 
talks together due to the fact that he and 
T are in a great measure interested in the 
same things, the only difference being that 
I hav'e n>ade a longer and greater study of 
one or tw’o subjects that he is not very 
much interested in. one of them being 
philosophy. .\s I have read the lives and 
the philosophy of the greatest philosophers 
since Socrates' and Plato's time, down to 
the last, but not least, Frederick Nietzsche, 
so after about fifteen years of such study 
I suppose T have retained a certain amount 
of the Tvhole mass, and am in a way a phil- 
osopher myself, anyway P have thought 
deeply and seriously on the subject of the 
eventual result to mankind of organized 
labor and hai^e evolved a form of philosophy 
which r Chink will very nearly some day 
come true. The question my friend asked 
me was, *'Why did you join a union?" My 
answer was this, "For several reasons, one 
being the final benefits to mankind that 
organized labor will bring about and in 
w^hich T would like to be an active worker, 
even though I will be dead by several thou- 
sand years before it comes about." He 
said/^What do you mean?" "T mean just 
this, that in my opinion it w'fll form a land 
and a people that will be as near the ideal 
Utopia as it is ever possible for man to 
rise to.” Then 1 told him that my philoso- 
phy on the subject was just this, that long 
though this trail of progress has been, 
(since the beginning of man) it has been 
traveled by our anceators, ant! we our- 
selves are going along its course. And 
every one of us as we look upon the long 
course of progress in the past, and the dif- 
ficulties which beset the human race, to- 
day is forced to ask himself the question, 
what next with man? WeVe come thus 
far. where do we go from here? The only 
way by which w’o may arrive at a satis- 
factory answer to that problem is by a 
study of the human animal as he is at 
present organized- Such a study reveals 
the fact that man has just about gone the 
limit of bodily development. His body is 
about as complex as it can be and rerritiiiTi 
serviceable for all the uses to which it is 
put: his brain and nervous system is (ian- 
gerously near to the maximum of elabora- 
tion, for it is a well-known fact that among 
the more highly "inteHectuar' classes of 
people, those who do almost all their work 
with their brains, nervous disorders are 
far more common than they are amorig 
peoples of inferior mental attainments. 

All of this therefore leads us to the con- 
clusion that man is at the end of his 
physical evolution, so far as important 
matters are concerned. 

Of course, he may lose some of his hair, 
his teeth may degenerate a Httle and he 
may eventually lose the nails on his toc-s, 
but big changes will not take place. Man 
is man and w-ill remain so for the rest of 
liis existence. 

We say, “for the rest of hi.s existence.” 
just wdiat does that mean ? Tn other words', 
will man go on indefinitely as the highest 
animal on the planet or will he eventually 
disappear and be supplanted by some other 
form, as yet unknown? 

In seeking the answer to this question, 
let us examine the status of man at the 
present time. It is not hard to determine, 
for on every hand w'e see evidence that he 
either controls, kills or tolerates every 
animal with which he comes in contact. 


while his rule over plants is gradually be- 
coming almost absolute. Even the tiny bac- 
teria, perhaps his most deadly and impor- 
tant enemies, are slowly being worsted in 
their fight with man. The logical conclu- 
sion therefore is not only will man remain 
man so long as he exists but that his exig- 
ence will not be cut short by any known 
group of animals of their descendants. Man 
because of his superior intelligence will 
not tolerate interference with his activiiie-^ 
and before any such interference could 
possibly become dangerous he would have 
wiped out all or nearly all of the opposing 
organisms. 

And 50 we see that so far as other ani- 
mals are concerned the pathway of man is 
free from obstruction, the w'orld is his. he 
can do with it pretty much as he pleases, 
and it is with his activities as ruler of this 
planet that his future evolution will be 
concerned. Human evolution has left the 
realm of the physical and entered that of 
the social and before we can proclaim man 
as the most successful creature in the 
world, 'we must see how- he is attacking 
the new problems that confront him and 
what he must accomplish in their solution 
before his place is secure. 

The first glance I grant is not reassuring. 
Everywhere around us there is inefficiency, 
dishonesty and lack of progress. Men go 
to their grandfathers and great-grand- 
fathers for ideas; they rob, cheat, and op- 
press their fellow men. and anyone who 
advances a new idea or holds up a new 
standard of fairness finds himself attacke<l 
by the very ones whom he would befriend. 

Yet, Brothers, even these failures serve 
some purpose, for they help us to define 
what must be done by man before his 
position as head of animals be secure. 
Obviously so long as the vrorld Is filled 
with little but avarice and greed tbiniy 
disguised as diplomacy, business, patriot- 
ism, and what-not, the socially disinte- 
grating influences which have made modern 
man a thing of mere fiotsam and jetsam un- 
attached to any institutions which promiae 
permanence and undirected by anj- .strong 
inner impulse, which must eventuate in life 
upon a higher plane. Mob at the top. mob 
below, is the condition of the present so- 
cial order. Each class seeks only its own 
interest, having no organic sense oE the 
whole. The rulers of status instead of 
governing for the good of the organism, use 
place and power for private and specula- 
tive ends, thereby destroying tn the people 
that higher life desire. Social evolution 
is not a success so far. Only when we 
have a world “Union" of peoples with the 
fundamental principle of fairness to all. 
and the avowed purpose of utilizing to the 
advantage of all mankind the resources of 
the entire earth, can man realh’ accomplish 
much. This, I grant you. is a stupendous 
undertaking. How can it be handled? 

Well. Brothers, I will leave the rest of 
that conversation and its result to some 
future issue of the Jw:hxal. There is lots 
more I would like to write and in the 
early part of my letter I stated that I 
would give the question, the answer, and 
its result, but as i say I will have to keep 
my promise in some other issue, mayhe the 
next. a.s I think f have written enough for 
this time, sufficient to say that the “world 
union of people" that I speak about will be 
created directly through the actions and 
doings and efforts of our present day union 
organizations even though the ultimate 
accomplishment of that comlltion is jirob- 
ably a few thousand years off.

ARITHMETIC OF ELECTRICITY 


ELECTRICAL EXAMINATION QUES- 
TIONS AND ANSWERS 

\\ hat is Hectricitj ? 

Electricity is now genernUy thau^ht of as 
beings extremely minuie particles^ ciUkd 
elect cons, which are normally purt of the 
atoms making op alt known substances, A 
definite qimntJty of these electrons ia taken 
as the unit of measurement of electricity, 

Whal is an electric currenl? 

Under certain conditions electrons hecomc 
detached from the atoms and move or flow 
ahotiu This flow is an electric current, 
Electric currents are measured in 
l>cres,^ an ampere being the rate of flow of 
electric current represented by the move- 
ment of one unit of electricity per second, 

Whal causes an electric current? 

Normally the electrons are evenly distrlh-^ 
uted throughout a subetance, and a force of 
pressure called "‘volUge^' ii required to de- 
tach them from the atoms and make them 
flow in an electric current. The greater the 
voltage is the more electrons will be moved; 
that ia, the greater the voltage ts the 
greater the current will be. Voltage is incas- 
iiied in “volts,** 

Whal is an electric conductor? 

The electrons in an electric current can 
flow through any material, but they flow 
very easily throtigh some materials such as 
copper, aluminum, iron and other metals. 
These materials which conduct electricity 
easily are called ele^ric **conductors/* 
Other materials such as rubber, mica, porce- 
lain, fiber, oil, dry wood and air, let almost 
no electricity pass through them. Such ma- 
terials are called nonconductors or “insu-^ 
iators,.** The tendency of any material to 
oppose the flow of elect ricity is called “re- 
sistance’^ and is measured in “ohm®," 

A good conductor surrounded by insulat- 
ing material will let electricity fliow through 
it without allowing much to escape just as 
a good pipe will conduct water without much 
leakage. If the pipe is rough and irregular 
inside, the ivater will flow with difficulty; 
in the some way, if the conductor has con- 
fllderable resistance the flow of current will 
be himlercd. A large pipe will carry much 
water and a large wire will norry a heavy 
curronL 

iiow does a generafor produce a voltage? 

The gimerator produces a voltage through 
the action of magnetism on moving electric 
conductors, 

.\re more than three phasea ever u,Hed? 

Machines could be built for almost any 
number of phases, but there is no advan- 
lagv in it^ so that more than three phases 
are almost never iPscd, 

Whal are the advaiitages of alfernallng cur- 
rent? 

Alternating current is best suited for 
long-distanco transmission because it may 
be easily generated at high voltage and can 
also be readily reduced by means of a sta- 
tonary device known as a transformer to a 


voltage suitable for general use. The high- 
er the voltage or pressure, the smaller the 
wire required to carry a given amount of 
power, hence the advantage of high-voltage 
transmission. For example, an alternator 
may generate power at volts* Part of 

the current through the use of transform- 
ers may be supplied at 110 ’Volts for lamps, 
some at 4-10 volts for motors, some at 2,'iOO 
volts for high-voltage motors* and some mivy 
be stepped up to 110*000 volts for transmis- 
sion to distant points, where it is stepped 
do’Wn to any dcBired voltage before it is 
used. 

What U a transformer? 

A transformer is n device by which the 
voltage of an alternating current system 
may be changed* It consists of an iron core 
surrounded by coils of insulated copper 
wire* Usually both core and coils are im- 
me.^ed in oil, w'hich serves an insulator 
and helps cool I be transformer. The volt- 
age is changed in exact proportion to the 
number of turn® connected in series in 
each winding. For instance, if the high- 
voltage Tvinding haft 1,000 turns and is con- 
nected to a 2*200 volt circuit* the low volt- 
age winding of HXi turns will give 200 volts. 

Transformers arc usually wound for sin- 
gle-phase circuits and groups of three used 
for three-phase transformation, although 
three-phase transformers can be built and 
are often used. In either kind of Irans-- 
former the high-voltage and low-voltage 
windings are completely insulated from 
each other. 

In an "aotolransformer** there is only on® 
’Winding, port of it being for low-voUnge 
and all of it lictng connected in the high- 
voitage circuit. In this transformer the 
high-* volt age circuit is not insulated from 
the low-voltage circuit. 

What is a “direct" current? 

In alternating current systems, the volt- 
ages and currents reverse regularly and are 
continually changing iti value- In direct- 
current systems* how'ever, the voltage usual- 
ly remains ut a constani value and the cur- 
rent always flow*s in the same direction. 

Whal are the advantages of diroLd current 7 

Where itdju stable-speed motors arc re- 
quired, as in machine-tool service, direct 
current is necessary, us niternating-current 
adjustable-speed motors are not satisfac- 
tory. 

There are certain chemicaL proee^s^es such 
as battery charging, electroplating and elcc- 
trotitlc renning, which require direct cur* 
rent. 

The direct- current generator may be made 
complete in itself while an alternator re- 
quires a 9 mjin dSrerl-current generator 
called an '"excite r" to furnish current for 
its field magnets. Since a direct-current 
generator gcnerutes direct current, it can bo 
used as its own exciter. 

How does n generator produce a direct cur- 
rent? 

A direct-current generator produces a 
voltage in the same manner that a single- 
phase alternator docs* In the direct-cur- 


rent machine a mechanical device called a 
commutator is used to reverse the connec- 
tions to the revolving conductors in the gen- 
erator at just tho instant the current in 
them is reversing. Each end of the loop of 
wire is connected to one st-gmenl gf the 
commutator, each segment being insulated 
from the others* The sliding contacts or 
brushes are so placed that the current al- 
ways flows from the loop into one and from 
the other into the loop iegrrdlcss of which 
relative direction the current in the loop it- 
self flows. In this w^ay the brushes carry 
eurrenl flowing in one direction only. The 
brushes or terminals are designated hy the 
ti rms “positi’ve" and “negative" or “plus" 
and '*mlnus," simply to distinguish the di- 
rection in which the current flows, 

Whal Is a multipolar machine? 

A multipolar machine or generator is one 
having more than a single pair of north and 
south poles. Most electric motors and gvner- 
alors have four poles or more. The number 
of poles is always even because for every 
north pnle there must be a correspnnding 
south pole. 

What in a revnlving-fleld machine? 

A revolving-field machine Is a motor or 
generator in which the steady magnetta 
fleld revolves. The poles making up the mag- 
netic fields have been stationary on the 
frame of the machine and the armature in 
which the voltages are produced moves. This 
arrangement is followed univerBally In 
direct-current machines* but alternating 
current motors and generators usually ha’Vc 
revolving fields* because it meana that only 
two slip-rings need be used. These two 
carry the lovr-voltnge exciting curront to 
the field* while for a three-phase machine 
at least three slip-rings w'ould be required 
for the armattire current w'hich is often 
generated at a high voltage. Of course the 
result Is the same whether the field or the 
armature revolves, since in either case the 
conductors cut across the magnetic field- 
Machines are built whichever way gives the 
best construction* 

Jifjw is electric curreni n]e,isured7 

The number of ampere® indicates the rate 
of flow of electricity through wire®, ju®t as 
the number of gaUons per minute IndicntcB 
the rate of flow of water through a pipn, 
nr as the number of cubic feet per second 
indicaLftB the rate of flow of winter in a 
river* and the le^s resistance fohnifl), the 
more ampen*® there will be in a circuit for 
a given voltage or pressure, just as ’When 
water is flowing through pipes by pressure, 

A device called an “ammeter," when con- 
nected in a circuit, indicates the current in 
that circuit In amperes* Ammeters for al- 
ternating cuirent and for direct current arc 
different in construction, and should be u^ed 
only on circuits for which they are In- 
tended, 

How is voUage measured? 

Voltage, or electrica] pressure, ia meas- 
ured In volts by a voltmeter, which must he 
connected between two point® of an electric 
circuit, across the terminals of a motor, 
I Continued on imge rE,%S.)

W'ould like to see him 
again. But if he is loo 
valoruus, he i# ulsu dis- 
creet* And where do you 
think he has taken re- 
fuge, this great noble- 
man w'ho wmnted to nee 
the streets of lien no# 
washed in the blood of 
its dtixens, this man 
who would havH but- 
chered old and young 
of the contemptible enn* 
at lie to silence the voice 
I of reason and of liberty 
that presumo# to ring 
through France tn-duy ? 
Where do you think he 
hides himself ? Why, 
here In Nantes*** 

Again there was an 
uproar. 

"What do you say ? 
Impo^ible? Why, my 
friends, at this moment 
he is here In this the- 
atre — skulking up there in that box. He ii 
too shy too show himself-^h, a very modest 
gcnlleman. But there he i# behind the cur- 
tnini. Will you not show yourself to your 
friend#, M. de La Tour d*Ayxr, Monsieur 
le Marquis who contiiders Flut|uetice »« very 
dangerous a gift? See, they would have a 
word with you: they do not believe me 
when I tell them that you ore here/* 

Now, wholevcr He may have been, and 
whatever the views held- on the subject by 
Andre-Louis, M, de La Tour d'Aiyr was 
certainly not a cow^ard* To say that he was 
hiding in Nantes w'as not truf\ He rntne 
and went there openly and unaba.Ahed, It 
happened, however, that the Nantais were 
ignorant until Iht# moment of his presence 
among them. Bui then ho would ha%*e dis- 
dained to have informed them of it just 
ILB ho would have disdained to hove cou- 
cealed k from them, 

Chal longed thus, however, and despite the 
ominous manner in %vhtch the bourgeois 
i-lement In the audience had responded to 
Scarumouche*# appeal to its passions, des- 
pite the attempts made hy ChahriHane to 
reairain him, the Marquis swept aside the 
curtain at the side #f the hox, and sud- 
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dcnlj- showed hims4»1f. p»le but Relf*con- 
t«ioed and •coriiful att hfi surveyed fifitt 
the dariiig Senrmmouehe and then those 
others who iit nii^ht of him had given 
tongue to their hostility, 

Hoots and yelts assailed hiin, ftsta were 
nhnken at him, eanes were brandished meti- 
aelngly. 

"'Assassin! Scoundrel I Coward I Traitor!'’ 
But he bmvL'd the storm-, smiling upon 
them his inefTnhle contempt, lie wurf 
waiting for the rioi^e to cease; waiting to 
address them in hi' I urn. But he waited 
in vain-, as he very Hoon perceived. 

The contempt ho did not trouble to dli- 
aemble served but in goad them on. 

In the pit ptmdemonium was already- 
raging, Blows Wert! being freely ok- 
changed; there w-ero acufTling groups, ft nil 
here and there swords were being driiwri* 
but fortunate ly the press wa,s too denso 
to permit of their being Used effectively. 
Those who had women with them and the 
timid by nature were making haste to leave 
a house that looked like becoming a cockpit, 
where chairs were being smashed to provide 
weapons, and parts of chandeliers wore al- 
ready being u«ed lui miaailes. 

One of these hurled by the hand of a 
gentleman in one of the boxes narrowly 
missed Scaramoucho w^hore he stood, looking 
down in a sort of grim triumph upon the 
havoc which bis words had wrought* 
Knowing of what Inilammable material the 
audience was composed, he had deliber- 
fttcly flung down amongst them the lighted 
torch of discord, to produce this conllngrn- 
tion. 

He saw men falling quickly into groups 
representative of one Htdo or the oilier of 
this great quarrel that already was begin- 
ning to agitate the whole of France. Their 
rallying erica were ringing through the 
theatre. 

**Down with the eanalllet** from some. 
"Down with the privileged!" from othent* 
And then above the general din one cry 
rang out sharply and inslatcntly: 

"To the box! Death to the butcher of 
He ones! Death to La Tour d'Azyr who 
makes war upon the people!” 

There was a ru»h for one of the doortt 
of the pit that opened upon the stair- 
case leading to tho hoxes- 

And now, whilit battle and confusion 
spread with the speed of Are, overflowing 
froni theatre into the atreet itself, La Tour 
d'Azyr^s box, which had become the main 
object of the attack of the bourgeoisie, had 
also become the rallying ground for aueli 
gentlemen an were present Tn the Lheatro 
and for those who, without being men of 
birth themselves, were nevertboloaa at- 
tached to the party of the nobles. 

La Tour d’Axyr had quitted the front of 
the box to meet those who came to join 
him. And now In the pit one group of In- 
furiated gentle men. In attempting to rench 
the stage across the empty orchestra, io 
that they might deal with the audadoua 
comedian who was responsible for this ex- 
plosion, found themselvc* opposed and held 
back by another group compoBed of men 
to whose feeling Andre-Louis had given 
ex press] on* 

Perceiving thii, and remembering the 
chandelier, he turned to Leandre, who bad 
remained beside him* 

”I think it is time to bo going,” said he. 
L^andrc, looking ghastly under his paint, 
appalled by the storm which exceeded by 
far anything that hit unimaginative brain 
could have conjectured, gurgled nn inar- 
ticulate agreement. But it looked as If 
already they were too late, for In that 
moment they were assailed from behind, 

M. Bjnet Had succeeded at last in break- 
ing past Pollchindle nml Rhodomoni, who 


in view of hli muriteroufl mge had himn 
endeavouring to restrain him, llalf a dosen 
gentle men, habitues of the green-room, hod 
conic round to the stage to difiembi»w.q thi^ 
knave who had created this riot, and it was 
they w'ho had flung aside those two come- 
dians who hung upon Binct. After him 
they came now, their awords out: but after 
them jignirv came PoUchinellc, Rhodomont, 
Harlequin, rierrot* Pasquaricl, and llBHquu 
Iho artist, armed with such implements aa 
they could Iinstlly snatch up, nnd intent 
upon saving the man with whom they 
a>^pnthiBcd In spite of all, and In whom 
now all thdr hopes were centred. 

Well nhcjid rolled Blnet, moving faster 
than an.y had ever ioen him move, and 
sw-inging the long cane from which Fnnta- 
loon is inseparnblo. 

"Infamous iicoundrd!" ho roared. "You 
have ruined me! Hut, name of a name, 
you shall pay!” 

Andrd-Louii turned to face Kim. "You 
confuse cause with eflect,” said he. But 
he got no farther. Btnct'a cjine* vjdouily 
driven, descended and broke upon hl$ 
shoulder.

"You may agree," wrote Andr^-Louls 
from Paris to J^e Chapelier, in a letter 
which survives, "that it is to be regretted 
t should definitely have discarded the livery 
of Scaramouche, alnco clearly there could 
be no livery fitter for my wear. It seems 
to he my' part always to stir up strife and 
then slip away befi>re I am caught In the 
crash of the warring elements I have 
aroused. It is a hu ml Hating reflection. I 
seek consolation In the reminder ol Fpic- 


telus rdo you ever read Epictetus ?) that we 
arc but actors in a play of such part as it 
may please the Director to assign us. It 
does not, however, console me to have been 
ca5.t for a part so roniemptible, to find my- 
self excelling ever in the art of running 
away. Hut if I am not brave, at least I 
nm prudent; so that where I lack one vir- 
tue 1 may lay duini to possessing another 
almost to c access. On a previous oecosion 
they w fin led to hung me for sedition. 
Should I have stayed to bn hanged? This 
time they may want to hang me fen* sovcrnl 
things, including murder; for T do not 
knew whether that scoundrel Binet be alive 
or dead from the- dose of lend I iiumpeil 
into his fut piiunch. Nor can f say that 
1 very greatly Cure. If I have a hope at uB 
in the mutter it is that he is deod— ami 
damned. But T nm reuMy indlfTereqt. My 
own concerns are troubling me enough. I 
have ail hut spent the little money that I 
contrit’cd to conceal about me before I 
fled from Nantes on that dreadful night, 
and both of the only two professions of 
which I can claim to know anything— the 
law and the stage — arc cloBcd to me, since 
1 cannot find employment in either without 
revealing myself as a fellow who is- ur- 
gently wanted by the hangman* As thinga 
arc it is v^ry possilde that J may die of 
hunger, especially considering the present 
price of victuals in thii ravenous city. 
Again I have recourse to Epictetus for 
comfort, *lt is better,* he says, *to die of 
hunger having lived without grief and- fear, 
than to live with a troubled spirit amid 
ribundunce.* I seem likely to perish in the 
estate that lie accounts so enviable. Thut 
it does not seem exuetly enviable to me 
merely proves fhat as u Stoic I am not a 
success. 

There Is also another letter of his written 
at about the same time to the Marquis dc 
La Tour d'Axyr— a letter since published 
by M. Entile Queniac in hin "Undercurrent^i 
□f the Revolution in Hriitany," unearthed 
hy him from the archives of Rennes, to 
which It had been consigned by M. de Lea- 
diguif*res, who had received it for justici- 
ary purposes from the Marquis. 

"‘The Paris newspapers," he writes in 
this, "which have reported in considerable 
detail the fracas at the Theatre Feydau and 
diaetosed the true identity of the Srara* 
mouche who provoked it. Inform me also 
that you have escaped the fate 1 had In- 
tended for you when I raised that storm of 
puhltc opinion and public indignation. I 
would not have you take satin fact ion In the 
thought that I regret your escape. I do 
not, I rejoice in it. To deal justice by 
death has this dinud vantage that the vie-' 
tim has no knowledge that justice Haf^ over- 
taken him, Hud you died, had you been 
torn limb from limb that night, I should 
now repine In the thought of your eternal 
and untroubled slumber. Not in euthan- 
asia, but in torment of mind should the 
guilty atone. You see, t am not sure that 
hell hereafter Is a ceii.ninty, W'hilst t am 
quite sure that it can be a certainty In 
this life; and I desire you- to contine to 
live yet awhile that you may taste some- 
thing of its Ultterness. 

"You murdered Philippe de Vilmorin be- 
cause you I cared what you described a.-* 
his very dnng'>rous gift of eloquence, I 
took an oath tha^- day that your evil deed 
rhould he fruitless: that 1 wmuld render it 
fi> ; that the voice you had done murder to 
stifle should In spite of that ring like & 
ttumpet through the land. That was my 
conception of revenge. Dn you reaMie how 
I have been fulfilling it, how T shall coa- 
tinue to fulfil it as csrcasioii offers? In the 
speech with which I fifed the people of 
Rennes on the very morrow of that deed, 
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did you not hoar tho voice of PhilippL' i!e 
Vilmorin ultoring the ideai* that were his 
with a fire and a passion g;rpater than ho 
could have; commanded becanse Numesia 
lent me her infiaming aid? In, the voice of 
Omnoe Omnibus at Nantes — my voire again 
— demanding the petition thal acuimied the 
hnell of yom* hopes of coercing the Third 
Kstate, did you not hear again the voire of 
rhillppe de Vilinoriri ? Di<i you not reflect that 
it was the mind of the man you had mur- 
dered* resurrected in me his surviving 
friendi which made necej*iiary your futile 
attempt under arms last dantiory. wherein 
your order, finally beaten, was driven la 
seek Hiinetunry in the Cordelier Convent? 
And that night when from the stage of the 
Feydau you were denounced to the peotile, 
did yoti ant hear yet again, hi the v<dce of 
Sea rail louche, the voice of Pliilipiie de V"il- 
e.-'orin, using that dangtroiis gilt of elo- 
quence which you so fitoHshty luuigincfl 
you could silence with a swortMh rust ? H 
is becoming a perserutiem -ia it not? — this 
x'oice from the grave tliat insists upon 
aiiaking itself heard* that will tmt rest 
until you have been cast into the pit. You 
wull ho Regretting hy now- that you did not 
kill me, loo, as 1 invited you on that oc- 
casion. I can picture to myself the bitter- 
ness of this regret, and 1 con template it 
with satisfaction, Hegret of neglected op* 
portuaity is the worst hell that a living 
soul can inhahil* particularly such n soul 
as yours. It is because of this thiit I nm 
glad to know that you survived the riot at 
V'VydaLi, aUhough at the time it wvia- tlf^ part 
of my inkintion that you shotilrl, UecaiiiU: 
of this I am content that you should live lu 
enrage and Ruffer in the shadow of your 
evil deed, knowing at last — since you had 
not hitherto the wit to discern it ftjr your- 
self- -that the voice of Philippe do Vilmorin 
wnll follow you to denounce you ever more 
louflly, ever more inaisU-ntly* iinti! having 
lived LTi dread you shall go down in hload 
under the just rage which your vicLim^a 
liangorous gift of eloquence 1« kindling 
against you."' 

I find it tick] that he should have omitted 
from this k»tteT all mention of Mile. Hi net, 
find I am di.sposed to account It at least a 
tmrtlal insincerity that he should have 
assigned entirely to his self-imposed mis* 
tiion, and not at all to his lacerated feelirtga 
in the nnitler of Climenp. thi: nctioa which 
he liad taken at the Feydau. 

Those two letters, both written in April 
of that year 178S, had for only immediule 
elfect to increase the activity with which 
Andrd-Louis Moreau was being sought. 

Le rhnpelier would have found him so 
as to lend him assistance, to urge u|Jon him 
oivcc again that he should take up a poUti- 
ca! enreer. The electors of Naoies would 
have fouinl him at least* they would have 
found nmnes Omnibus, of svliosc identity 
with hImsLdf they were still In ignomn co- 
on each of the several occasions when a 
vacancy occurred in their body. And the 
Marrjuis do La Tour d'Azyr and M dc Les* 
dlgul^res would have found him thiU they 
might send him to the gallows. 

With a purpose no less vindictive w'ts he 
being sought by M. Bind* now* unhappily 
recovered from his wound to face com- 
plctest ruin. His troupe had deserted him 
during his ill ness* and rcconslitulcd under 
the di recti on of Polichinclle it wiis now 
j^triving with tolerable buccchs to continue 
upon the lines which And re-Lou is hud laid 
down. M, le Marquis* prevented by the riot 
from expressing in person to Mile. HInet 
his purpose of making an end of their re- 
lations, had been constrained to write to 
her to that effeet from Ayttr a few diiy« 
later. He tempered the blow hy cnclojiiag 
in discharge of all liabilities a hill on the 


Caisse <rEscomptp for n hundred louis. 
Nevertheless it almost crui^lied the unfor- 
tunate Climene* and it enabled her father 
when he recovered to enrage her by 
pointing out that slie owed this turn of 
eveiTts to the prciiialiiro surn-ndcr she had 
made m defiance of his sound wnrldly lui- 
vice. Father and dauightcr alike were left 
to assign tlm Marquin' dopertion, naturally 
enough, to the riot at the Feyclau. They 
laid that with the rest to the account 
of Scaraniouche, and were forced in bitter- 
ness to admit that tin seouiidrel had taken 
a superlative revenge. Climene may even 
have come to consider that it would have 
paid her hetlcr in have run a straight 
course with f?carameucbe and by marrying 
him to have t rustled to hia undoubted talents 
to place her on the fluirmiit to which her 
ambition urgcil lier^ nnd to which it was 
now futile for her to aspire. If so, that 
rcllection muHt luivr tjeen her sufficient 
punishment. Fur, Hh Andre-Louis so truly 
says* there is no worse hell than that pro- 
vided by the regrets for wasted opportuni- 
ties* 

Meanwhile the fii’rccly sought Andre- 
Louis Moreau bail gone to earth completely 
for the present. And the brisk police of Paris* 
urged on by the King's Lic-utenrint from 
Rennes, hunted for him in vain. Yet he 
might have been found in a house in the 
Rue de Hasnrd within a stone^s throw of 
the Palais Royal, wdiither purest chance 
hud cn II ducted him. 

That w'hiclt in his letter to Le Chapelicr 
he reprcfientH us a contingency f^f the near 
fultire was, in fnet, the case in which al- 
ready he found himself. He was destitute. 
His money wuis exhausted* including that 
procured Hy the sab' of such articles of 
adornment Hb were not of absolute neces- 
sity. 

So desperate was hi^ cose that stroUiiig 
one gusty April morning doivn the Rue du 
ilftsard with his nose in the wind looking 
for what might he picked up, ho stopped 
to read a notice oiiliiidi^ the tioor of a house 
on the left side of the street as you approach 
the Rue do Richelieu.

Thereafter every morning he fon- the open- 
ing of the academy, the master would fence 
for half an hour with his new assIstanL Under 
this renlly cxc**11cnt tuition Andr^-Louis 
improved at u rate that both astounded and 
flattered M. de.s Amis* He would have been 
loss flattered and more astounded had he 
known that at least half the secret of 
Andre-Louis amazing progress lay in the 
fact that he was devouring the contents of 
the iiiasler's llhrnry, w^hich w»s made up 
of a dnxen or so treatises on fencing by 


such great masters at La Bessiere, Dauet, 
and the syndic of the Rings' Academy* 
Augustin kousscau. To M. des Amis, 
whoso swocdsmutt&bijj Watt all based on 
practice and not at all on theory*, who waa 
indeed no theoriat or ntudent in any aense, 
thot little library w'a* merely a suitable 
adjunct to a fi*rKing-.ac.*idemy,a proper piece 
of decor nti VC furniture.

That is to say* if one 
to make a series of attacks inviting; ripos- 
tes ai^ain to he eounterod« each of which 
was not intended to go home, hut simply 
to piny the opponent’s hliick- into a lino 
that most open him ultimately! and aa 
predetermined, for an irresistible lunge. 
Each counter of thq opponent’s would have 
to bo preconsidered In this widening of his 
guard, a widening so gruduni that ho 
should himself be unconsdous of IL and 
throughout intent upon getting home his 
own point on one of those counters. 

Andre^Loois had been In hvs time a 
chess player of some force, and at chess 
he had excelled by virtue of his capacity 
for thinking ahead. That virtue appUed 
to fencing j^houtd all hut revolutlonisto 
the art. It was so applied airt-ady, of 
course, but only in an elementnrj" and very 
limited fashion^ in mere fdnt», single, 
double, or triple. But even the triple 
feint should be a clumsy device coniipnred 
with this methotj upon vfhich he theorized. 

lie considered further, and the convic- 
tion grew that he held the key of a dis- 
covery. lie was impatient to put his theory 
to the test- 

That morning he was given a pupil of 
somo force, against whom usually he was 
hard put to It to defend himself. Coming 
on guard, he made up his mind to hit him 
on the f mirth, disengage, predetermining 
the four passes that should lead up to it. 
They engaged in tierce, and Andrd-Louia 
led the attack by a beat and a straighten* 
icig of an arm. Came the deni icon t re he 
expected, which he promptly countered Uy 
a thrust in quintet this being countered 
again, he reentered still lower, and being 
again correctly parried* as he had calcu* 
latedt be lunged swirling his point into 
cartOf and got home full upon his oppo* 
nent's breast. The ease of it surprised him. 

They began again. This time he resolved 
to go in on the fifth disengage, and in on 
that he went with the same ease* Then, 
complicating the matter further* he de- 
cied to try the sixth* and worked out in his 
mind the combination of the 5ve prelimin- 
ary engages. Tet agaiiv he succeeded as 
easily as before* 

The young gentleman opposed to him 
laughed with just a tinge bf mortificjition 
in his voice. 

am alt to pieces this morning,'* he said. 
*^Tou ore not of your usual force,** Andre- 
Louis iwHtely agreed. And then greatly 
daring, always to test that theory of his 
to the uttermost: ^*So much so,” ire added, 
“that ! could almost he sure of hitting 
you as and when t declare.** 

The capable pupil looked at him with a 
half sneer. "Ah, that, no,” said he* 

**Let US tr 3 ^ On the fourtli disengage 
1 shall touch you. Allons! En garder* 
*^mJ ns be promised, so it happened. 

The j'oung gentleman who, hitherto, had 
held no great opinion of *\nidrc-Louia* 
swordsmanship, accounting him well 
enough for purposes of practice when the 
master was otherwise engaged, opened 
ivide his cyesc. In a burst of mingled gen- 
orosity *tnd intoxication, .Andre-Louis was 
almost f<rr disclosing his method — n method 
which n little later was to become a com- 
monplace of the fencing-room 3, Betimes 
he checked himself. To reveul his secret 
would be to deatroy the prestige that must 
accrue to him from exerciaing It. 

At noon I the academy being empty, M. 
des Amis called *Andre-Loui 9 to one of the 
occusioiml lesaona which he still received. 
And for the first time in nil his experience 
with Andr4-Louis, ’M* des Amis received 
from him a full hit in the course of the 
first bout* He laughed, well pleased* like 
the generous fellow he was* 


“Aha! You an' Improving very fast, my 
friend.” 

He still laughed, though not so well 
pleased, when he was hit in the second 
bout* After that he settled doivn to fight In 
earnest with result that Artdr^-LoLiis was 
hit three times in Buecession.

His tact and the fundamental good na- 
ture of M. des Amis prevented the matter 
from going farther along the road it was 
almost threatening to take* And there- 
after, when they fenced together, .Andre- 
Louls, Tvho continued daily to perfect his 
theory into an almost infalUble system, 
saw* to it that M* des Amis nlw*ays scored 
against him at least two hits for every one 
of his own. So much he would grant to 
discretion, hut no more. He desired that 
M* des Amis should Ke conscious of his 
strength, without, however, discovering so 
much of its real extent as would have ex- 
cited in him an umiocessary degree of Jeal- 
ousy 

And so well did he contrive that whilst 
he became ever of greater assistance to 
the master — for his style and general 
fencing, too, had materially improved — 
he was also a source of pride to him as 
the most brilUanl, of nil the pupils that 
ever passed through hi a uciidemy. Never 
did AJidre-Louis diallluBioti him by re-

Piaster of puriff is one of the ingredients 
used in bread inaking by the Ward Baking 
Company, the union smashing bread trust, 
it is chorged by Basil Manly of the People’s 
Legislative Service* It helps to make 
Ward's bread whiter; but the main reason 
it Is used is because it is cheap, and that 
means more profit for the milliosialre, George 
S* Ward, 

The careful housewife would hardly think 
of adding such drugs as sal amnioniac or 
potassium bromide to lief bread dough, but 
Mr* VVard finds they Kelp quite a lot in re- 
ducing the coat of bread inaking* I’otaaslum 
bromide, by the way, is a sedative, and ac- 
cording to the medical dictionary, if useil 
excessively may make the patient almost an 
imbecile. 

In 1£H5, the union bakers exposed Ward’a 
use of plaster of paris in bread* and Ward 
himfself admitted it* Nevertheless, the very 
same year a formula w'as patented which 
provided for a mixture of plaster of paris. 
sal ammoniac, and potassium bromate to 
be added to the bread dough, and this fo'T- 
mula, Mr. *Manly charges* was assigned to 
the Ward Baking Company*

They are doing necessary, constructive 
work in promoting safety* And while it 
may redound to the benefit of the employer, 
it means that Just a bit more of the em- 
ployer’s leadership and infiuence ta passing 
Into the hands of labor.

SALIENT PROPERTIES OF ELEC- 
TRIC CIRCUITS

then, after takiriir a brick tn the hand, re- 
jieat the motion. Jit* will quickly discover 
that it requirois a iiiULdi greater force to 
move the brick buck and forth rtijiidly. Like- 
w'ise, it takes a much grealer electro motive 
lorcf to make the electrons osciHiiti‘, or to 
move back and forth rapiilly in iin inductive 
circuit than in a non-inductive circuit. Ifi 
an alternating- current circuit most of the 
energy stored in the magnetic field an In- 
crease of current is returned lo the circuH, 
but in some instances the partlnn not re- 
turned may produce serious cmiaequences. 
The National Eiuctric Code rule govern- 
ing the installation of wires hi a comluit 
specifies that both wires of ii circuit must 
be placed within the same comiuit. The 
reHsons for this rule are the principles 
enunciated above. If both wires are not in 
the same conduit the pipe he mimes a part 
of the magnetic circuit, greatly increasing 
iin inductance. Hence the reaction ia great- 
er and for a given e. m. f. leSR energy Is de- 
livered to the lamp or other appliance, and 
more energy is stored in the magnetic field. 
Some of this energy is spent in overcoinhig 
the magnetic friction of the molecules of 
the iron pipe which bccomea hot. It miiy 
become hot enough to set fire to the insu- 
lation or to other combustible material with 
which it may Em in contacts 

Like all other electrical and magnetic 
quantities inductance must be measured if 
allowance for it is to be made in demgning 
and calculating electric circuits. The unit 
of inductance la culled the henry which 
is defined as that inductance by virtue of 
which an electromotive force of one volt In 
induced when the current varicH at tlic ntie 
of one ampere per second. It may ulau be 
defined as that inductance by virtue of 
which onG’hnlf joule of energy is stored in 
the magnetic field when the current hi the 
circuit is one ampere. In any cuae, the en- 
ergy in joules, stored in the magnetic field 
is equal to onc-half the imluctancc in henrys 
by the square of the current in amperes. 

With the introduction of rudio the ter ins 
inductance, impedance and capacitance have 
become household words. Their true or 
physical significance and functhm Is by no 
mearta so common. In fact one may say 
that most people u.He the terms incorrectly. 
Inductance is not the name of m coil, but of 
the property of a co(L Neither is the eli*c- 
trie current the cause of an inductance, but 
the shape, si^e, number of turns, character of 
winding and the neighboring medium are all 
factors which determine the indticlBnce, 
Capacitance and its rctalion to inductance 
and its effect on the flow of current will be 
taken up next.

In alternating-current circuits the cur- 
rent and voltage are continually changlngi 
but at any instant the current flowing will 
depend upon the value of the voltage at that 
instant according to the formulae Just 
j^tated, provided the circuit has no ‘‘indue- 
tance'* in it. 

In Bpeaking of alternating-current cir- 
cuits, it would l)c difficult to think of vidt- 
nges and currents which arc continually 
chungtng; consequently the term "'ampere/' 
when applied to an alternating current 
means the ■"eiTectivo" value rather than the 
value at any instant. If an eleetric lamp 
attains a given bright ness when one ampere 
of direct current flows through the H lament 
it will attain the same brightness when one 
ampere of alternating current flows th rough 
the filament; the effective current Is lUe 
i^ame.

4^2. Special AuthorixaUan. 

(n> Special Work— Special authorisation 
from the chief operator ahall he secured 
fore work is begun on or about station 
equipment* transmission, or interctinnectetl 
feeder lines or live lines of more than 7,h(Ml 
volU, and in all cases where llneii are to be 
kiilcd by regutar procedure, fsee icc. 45 1 
at stattons, and a report shall be made to 
him when such work ceases. 

Exceptions. — in emergeiu-y, to protect 
life or property, or when communication 
with the chief operator Is difficult, due to 
Btorms or other t-nuses. any qualified em- 
ployee mny moke repairs on or about the 
equipment or lines covered by this rule with- 
out siwciat nuthoHifttion if the trouble is 
/jeh a# hr can promptly clear with help 
available in compliance with the remaining 
rules. The chief operator shall thereafter 
be notified as soon as possible of the action 
taken.

This may also 
be done even for circuits of more than 7*FiD0 
volts when communication with the chief 
operator is difficult. 

4:t3. Restoring Service After Work. 

No instruction# for making Hvo equip- 
ment or line# which have heon killed by pe**- 
miH#ion of the chief operator to protect 
workmen shall be issued by him until all 
workmen concerned have been reported clear. 
When there b more than one workman at 
n location, a person nutborixed for the pur- 
pose sboll report clear for such workmen, 
but only after all have reported clear to him. 
If there is more than one gang* each shall 
be so reported dear to the chief operntor.

Fifth of a Series of Talks on Organization 


The fact is that nothing is as stubbornly resisted as the attempt to 
organize into effective unions. Yet it is labor organized that alone can 
stand between America and the creation of a permanent, sendle class. 
Unless labor is powerful enough to be respected, it is doomed to a de- 
grading servitude. Without unions no such power is possible. Without 
unions industrial democracy is unthinkable. Without democracy in 
industry, that is where it counts most, there is no such thing as de- 
mocracy in America. 

For only through the union can the wage-earner participate in the 
control of industry and only through the union can he obtain the disci- 
pline needed for self-government. Those who fight unions may think 
they are fighting its obrious errors, but what they are really against is 
just this encroachment of democracy upon business. 


Men are fighting for the beginnings of industrial self-government. 
If the world w’ere wise that fight would be made easier for them. But 
it is not wise. Few of us care for ten minutes in a month about these 
beginnings or what they promise. And so the burden falls entirely upon 
the workers who are directly concerned. They have got to win civiliza- 
tion, they have got to take up the task of fastening a w'orker’s control 
upon business. 

No wonder they despise the scab. He is justly despised. Far from 
being the independent, liber tj-^-loving soul he is .sometimes painted, the 
scab is a traitor to the economic foundations of democracy. He makes 
the basic associations of men difficult. He is an indige^ible lump in 
the common life, and it is he who generates nine-tenths of the violence 
of labor disputes. 

Democracies of workingmen have to fight him out of sheer self- 
protection, as a nation has to fight a mutiny, as doctors have to fight 
a quack. The clubbing of scabs is not a pretty thing; the importation 
of scabs is an uglier one. It is perhaps true that there is, as ex-President 
Eliot said, no such thing as peaceful picketing. There is no such thing 
as a peaceful coast defepse or a gentlemanly border patrol. The 
picket-line is to these little economic democracies the guardian of 
their integrity, their chief protection from foreign 
invasion— WALTER LIPPMANN,

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PUBLIC OWNERSHIP;

REMEMBER a delightful visit to the West 
I of America. After passing some weeks in a 
State-owned park, and driving through 
fifty miles of State-owned forests.

I heard a professor of economics, 
whose salary was defrayed from public funds, de- 
liver to a body of several hundred students, whose 
fees were paid from the same source, a lecture on 
the importance of un trammeled private enterprise 
and the dangerous immorality of Socialism."
